PEKING AND TIENTSIN. 

Important action has been taken with reference to the Macao 
Coolie Trade. For some time the Peking authorities have objected 
in the most decisive manner to any complicity with the traffic 
hitherto carried on between Macao and the Havana, and M. Otin, 
the Spanish C d’Affaires at the capital, has vainly endea- 
voured to shake their resolution. As a last resource the question 
was eventually laid before the whole of the foreign diplomatic 
body, with the consent of both parties—Spanish and Chinese. 
After due deliberation, a very sensible suggestion of Mr. Wade’s 
was finally adopted. This was that a mixed commission should 
be appointed, to ascertain by actual ag the condition of 
Chinese coolies in the Spanish West Indian ions, 
In accordance with this arrangement, various officials have 
been selected to visit Cuba and report. We are as yet 
unaware who are likely to be chosen on behalf of Spain, 
but understand that some of the foreign Consuls at Havana will 
probably be nominated as representatives of their various coun- 
tries. China, however, we are able to state, will be represented 
by a wei yuan of the Tsung Li Yamen and two commissioners of 

ustoms, viz., Messrs, Macpherson from Hankow and M. Huber 
from Tientsin, accompanied by Mr. Rubery from Swatow as 
secretary and interpreter. The trip they are about to take in the 
cooler portion of the year will be a pleasant one, the work will 
be interesting, and the results important, The edict authorising 
the appointment of the gentlemen named appeared in the Gazette 
of September 23rd. 

The Peking Gazette publishes a memorial by the Viceroy and 
bichwent eee of Canton, recommending the ex- ee 
Chung Lai to the favourable consideration of the Emperor. e 
memorials say that the ex-Hoppo was assiduous in his duty, that 
under his management the out-turn of the Customs had increased 
by over 100,000 taels, and that his services were invariably in- 
voked in negotiations with foreigners, The Emperor awarded 
Ser an expectant post of the third rank in the Imperial House- 

old. 

The weather has become fair, and the river water has fallen 
some three feet since it burst into the Western plains, The 
waters in the Western plains still maintain their. height, but 
those of the East plains have gone down considerably.

to the amount of 300,000 to 400,000 taels. We have still two open 
months for the importation of rice and other grain ; so that if 
all the Chinese Steamer Company’s vessels are employed for the 
purpose, a large quantity may be brought here for the people of 
the flooded districts ere the river is closed by ice. 

There is no particular political news amongst the Chinese offi- 
cials. Li Hung-cbane appears to be living very quietly in his 
yam ; rumour says he will soon leave for Pao-ting-foo. Some 
three months back we heard that he was daily engaged with four 

gecretaries in drawing up 3 document on the history of the Yellow 

River, to be laid before his Majesty ; but we have not heard that 

- hg has determined upon any project for the future welfare af the 

ntsin and surrounding districts—a matter which personally 
interests the Ohinese and foreigners. 

We hear both from foreignera and Chinese of the import 
trade being as bad as it can possibly be, and it {s feared that 
Tientsin has seen its best days, for we understand that the in 
land traders pow proceed to Chinkiang and Hankow for their 
supplies of foreign manufactures and other merchandise. At 
these ports the trade is open all the year, whereas Tientsin is 
closed by ice for over three months yearly, and the trade here is 
frequently interrupted by want of water on the inland rivers 
aad datale ii the spring; so it is not at all surprising the import 
trade should come to an end here, and go to the other ports, The 
present heavy Lekin taxes in this province, for the bia pone of 
the Southern ion, tend also greatly to cause the inland traders 
to go elsewhere for their merchandise. 

Her Majesty's gun-vessel Curlew, Commander Church, will 
Jeave Tientain the middle of October, and be succeeded by the 
Hlk, which will remain at the port during the winter for the 
protection of British interests. 





SHANGHAI. 

Owing to the change of monsoon, the present mail brings 
twelve days later advices from this port, viz, to the 10th Oct. ; 
the P. and O. mail from London Aug. 22 arrived out on the 4th 
Oet., the same steamer bringing the overdue French mail of 15th 
Aug. The following items of news are from the Worth China 
Herald :— 

A meeting of shareholdeys in the China and Japan Marine 
Insurance Company has been held. The accounts showed a 
balance in hand on the 80th June of Tis. 70,000, besides Ts. 
41,000 standing at reserve. The directors have been disappointed 
hitherto in recovering the treasure from the wreck of the Sedan 
but have entered into a new contract which they hope will result 
more successfully. Discussion took place as to the desirability of 
paying a dividend in December, and the final decision on the 
subject was left to be settled at a subsequent mecting. Mr. 
Drysdale was elected a director, in the stead of Mr. Ringer, who 
has resigned, 

* The half-yearly meeting of the Shanghai Yacht Club has been 
held in the new club-room, A. J. Little, Esq., commodore, in the 
chair. About twenty members were present. The chairman in- 
troduced the business by congratulating the members on the in- 
creasing popularity and prosperity of the club. A set of new 
bye-laws and of sailing rules were read, and, after discussion, 

with several modifications. The programme for the 

Autumn Regatta drawn up by the Committee was then submitted 
and approved. It comprises seven events, viz., on Oct. 11th, an 
opening cruise ; 18th, race for Autumn Cup; 27th, Corinthian Cup;

had been removed. The duty they had undertaken proved to 
be very trying, and was made still more laborious by the with- 
dra of the Chinese who should have assisted in the 
moving of the body as occasion required. Over two hours 
were spent in the examination, and Dr. Meadows com- 

lainod of exhaustion. While crossing homeward in his own 
boat he was taken so ill that he had to be supported 
by his boatmen from the landing-place to his house, The 
carried him upstairs, and he had sufficient strength to enter his 
bathroom, where he told his boy to bring some brandy-and- 
water. A portion of this he swallowed, but the stimulant had 
not the desired effect, and he apparently died in a few moments. 
A post-mortem examination was held, when the conclusion was 
come to that death had resulted from syncope, 9 careful exami- 
nation showing that all the organs were healthy. Dr. Meadows 
was an earnest and thoughtful worker in his profession, and 
latterly he ee valuable assistance at the Hongkew Chinese 
Hospital. He won many friends here by his courteousness and 
amiability. 

A man named Orloff Wilmer has been drowned by fgling 
overboard from the American ship Mary Whitridge on the morn- 
ing of the 25th inst. Deceased was on duty as night watchman, 
and it is supposed wag sitting on the bulwark rail forward, a 
place he usually took to smoke a pipe and rest during his watch, 
and by which his coat and pipe were found. While sitting here he 
probably fell into a doze and dropped over, and being unable to 
swim, he sank before assistance could be rendered. 

Mr. Coulter, Chief Consular Constable in cha: of H.M 
Gaol, died on the 28th Sept. Mr. Coulter joined the Royal 
Artillery in 1852, and served with his brigade at Gibraltar until 
the Crimean war broke out, when he was sent there and fought 
in several of the principal engagements, receiving a severe wound 
in the head at Inkerman. On the outbreak of the Indian mutiny 
the brigade in which he was received orders to proceed to the 
East. After serving through the mutiny, it was next their lot 
to be sent on to take a share in the China war. Sergeant Coul- 
ter’s last military services were rendered in connection with the 
expedition under General Staveley against the rebels in the vici- 
nity of Shanghai, and in 1865 he accepted transfer to the Con- 
sular Constabulary force, taking with him as mementoes of thir- 
teen years’ active duty as a soldier medals for the Crimea, with 
Inkerman clasp, and for India and China. In the discharge of 
his duties as chief constable he gave every satisfaction. 

There seems to have been a general impression that, in conse- 
quence of the numberless or 8 lodged against the Land Asseas- 
ment, the Committee would revise it by their light, instead of 
holding an interminable Court to hear each case argued. We 
do not understand, however, that such is the intention, though 
we think it would be the simplest method. It is not easy to 
assess land in a place like Shanghai, where values vary so greatly 
within short distances ; and the opinion of owners themselves is 
by no means the worst guide. Men do not want their land 
made to appear below its value, although they object to pay on 
an excessive rating ; and they know best, by practical experience, 
what lots are more or less valuable. Shanghaiites are pro- 
verbially negligent in some respects, and probably often neglected 
to give the Committee the estimates of value asked for; the 
appeals in many cases represent these estimates ; and it seems to 
us that the Committee would simplify their labour if they revised 
the assessment by their light. Whey have now, too, the addi- 
tional advantage of a map exhibiting the assessed values, in such 
a form that they can be easily compared. As was announced 
last week, skeleton  scigge showing the values placed on land 
throughout the English Settlement, have been prepared; and 
these maps render comparison and correction very much more 


easy. 

The students are mustering at Wu for the forthcoming 
examination, and wooden huts are being built for their accom- 
modation in all directions, Another of those anti-forei 
placards against foreigners has been posted on the walls of Wa- 
chang, setting forth how the foreign devils entice children into 
their schools and they are never seen any more, alive or other- 
wise. There is some absurd story about the children being 
taken to the upper flat of the foreigner’s hause, and there de- 
prived of life and afterwards of brains and eyes, to make up 
some sort of barbarian medicine. The placard has evidently, 
from its wording, been drawn up by some clever rogue whom 
the Consuls are doing their best to discover. 

A novel but neat erection has just been put up on the river 
side of the Bund, opposite Messrs. Gibb, Livingston and Co.'s. 
This curious instrument, which looks like a cross between a pillar 
letter-box and a small beacon, is one of Messrs. Siemens and 
Halske’s patent Berlin electric fire-alarm bells. The telegraphic 
announcement of fire, while being transmitted along the wires 
from one police-station to another, communicates itself to this 
alarm, which becomes actuated by a sense of duty and at once 
rouses the neighbourhood in sharp and unmistakable tones. 

An inquest has been held on board the Mary Whitridge, to in- 
quire into the death of a seaman named Bergh. Deceasedhad been 
ordered by the second mate, Matthew , to sling a stage, but 
did not fulfil the order properly, and the mate ,according to the 
witnesses struck him on the mouth. He fell, and the mate then 
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kicked or trod on him with his bare foot, and gave him a blow 
on the shoulder with a ship’: block to which a rope was attached. 
The man was taken up insensible, and died shortly after. The 
witnesses varicd as to the severity of the blows or kick, and the 
medical witnesses as to the cause of death, and the inquest was 
adjourned to admit of a post-mortem examination. The result 
goes to show that deceased's death ensued from the blows he re- 
ceived, and the jury returned a verdict. accordingly. 

The residents at Newchwany have are to H.M. Minister 
for a gunboat to protect the settlements during the winter. The 
floods have caused much distress, which has resulted, as usual in 
China, in brigandage. Mr. Malet, Secretary of Legation, has 
gone over to enquire into the position. 

Among the passengers from Chefoo have heen H.E. the 
British Minister and suite. Mr. Wade intends, we believe, to 

roceed very shortly to the South. He is accompanied by Mr. 
Mayers, Chinese Secretary of Legation, the Hon. R. Grosvenor 
and Mr. Carles. 

Mr. Glover, of the Imperial Maritime Customs, is expected 
from Foochow, to take the port of Commissioner, and Mr. Wright, 


. at present acting here, goes to Foochow.

A short time since the Japanese Consul received information 
that twenty-one of his countrymen had been shipwrecked a little 
north of the mouth of the Yangtaze. He accordingly took mea- 
sures for their relief, but the messenger whom he had despatched 
from his oftice found on his arrival that the distressed seamen 
were Coreans, whom the local authorities had forwarded on to 
Peking. 

A few nights since about 120 Voluntcers turned out for 
parade, under the command of Captain Caun, including repre- 
sentatives of all arms. ‘The general idea of the movements was 
as follows :—The Miholoongs and No. 3 Rifle Company marched 
down Canton-road and took up a position near Probst’s Garden— 


‘while Nos. 1 and 2 Rifles with the Artillery and Rangers marched 


down Foochow-road to attack. Although the moon was full and 
high, clouds rather obscured it, and it was only possible to discern 
the movements of the opposing forces by the flashes of the rifles, 
as either side alternately skirmished, advanced, or retreated. A 
deal of sharp fighting occurred. The force reformed on the 
fence Creek, and marched home down the Maloo, headed by 
the band, whose performance merits an extra meed of praise. 

From Szechuen we have news of the murder of a French mis- 
sionary and a native Christian associated with him. M. Hue 
had just arrived to establish a mission in Ki’en-Fiang-hi’en, when 
a mob set upon him and beat him to death. The riot is attri- 
buted to the instigation of the magistrate. 

An official inquiry has been held into the loss of the ship 
Princess Beatrice. The loss is attributed solely to the effect of 
bad weather, and credit is given to all on board for courage and 
resolution in the difficult and dangerous situation in which they 
were placed. 

The Pull Mall: Gazette has discovered that a Japanese news- 
paper has been established in Yedo. Tt will probably learn 
soon, that Foreign Ministers have heen admitted to an interview 
with the Mikado, and that a line of telegraph exists between 
eae and Nagasaki. Japanese newspapers exist by the 

ozen. 

A large fire has occurred at Hankow. About 100 houses were 
burnt, but no loss of life occurred. 

The Peruvian Envoy to China and Japan, Captain Garcia y

HONG KONG. 

Our advices by this mail bring twelve days later news, viz., to 
the 16th Oct. ; the French mail from London August 29 arrived 
out on the 7th October, and the following P. and O. mail of Sep- 
tember 5 on the 14th October The following items of news are 
from the China Mail :— 

Mr. Thomas Francis Wade, C.B., accompanied by the Hon. T. 
G. Grosvenor, Secretary of Legation, and Mr. W. R. Carles, Private 
Secretary to the Minister, arrived here on the 13th Oct. Mr, 
Wade is on a tour of inspection of the open ports, and of course 
touches at Hong Kong rather from necessity than of choice. It 
may, however, be hoped that his visit here will enable him to 
form, by personal ‘conversation with those qualified to talk upon 
the matter, a better idea of the feeling entertained [by the mer- 
cantile community on the subject of trade with and policy to- 
wards China, than could be gained by any amount of correspond- 
ence. Owing to the proximity of Hong Kong to the Mainland, 
almost any questions affecting local trade are inextricably mixed 
up with others coming more directly under the consideration of 

er Majesty's diplomatic and consular officials ; and several 
matters of this sort might, if time permits, advantageously be 
brought to the Minister's notice. 

The Gazette of the 11th Oct. notifies that the ordinances 
abolishing the Court of Summary Jurisdiction and reconstruct- 
ing the Supreme Court came into force that day. The Hon. Mr, 
Pauncefote is gazetted as provisionally appointed Puisne Judge, 
to take rank immediately after the Colonial Secretary, and Mr.

e Messageries Maritimes Packet Donnai, which arrived here 


“Tast week and proceeded to Shanghai, presented an entirely 
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altered appearance, for the better. It will be remembered that 
she was rigged like a barque, and her lofty fore and main masts, 
with their heavy yards, resembled more those of a large man-of- 
war than of a merchantman. She is now rigged like a schooner, 
her former heavy foremast having been substituted by a com- 
paratively slim and tidy-looking one—both her masts being 
slightly slanting, like those of the /raeuaddy, which no doubt 
gives the craft a graceful, if not clipper-like appearance. If this 
alteration on the Donnai has been made in view of better adapt- 
ing her for the Canal route, we may expect to see the Company’s 
vessels, Provence and Tigre, similarly altered, when they will 
seem to the uninitiated like new crafts. Well may the great 
company give their crafts the appearance of clipper steamers 
when [the carriage of such large lots of opium falls to their 
lot. Itis on record that the va, on her last vayage, brought 
forward no less than 1,150 chests of Bengal opium, when 
the Indian Mail Packets China and Statesman brought to- 
gether uo more than 885 chests in August last. And 
again, the Donnat brought Jast week 612 chests (she would 
have brought 750 chests had she found room for the 138 cheats 
which had to be left behind at Galle, and which the Peo 
brought forward) ; whilst the S¢a¢esman imported the other day 
no more than 570 chests. That the vessels of the Measageries 
Maritimes Company form a strong opposition to those of the two 
private concerns seems to have opened the eyes of the proprietors 
of the Indian mail packets, who, we learn, offer to take opium 
freight in Calcutta, with the option to the consignees of taking 
delivery of the drug either here or at Shanghai. Thus they en- 
deavour to hold out the same advantage to the shippers of the 
drug ag the French Company does, But without a line of steamers 
of their own between this and Shanghai, we are inclined to opine 
that the arrangement we allude to will not work se smoothly 
with the private concerns. If the French Company run forf- 
nightly steamers between Calcutta and Galle, the chances 4

We much regret to state that a fatal accident has befallen Mr. 
McDouall, of the Oriental Bank. He was driving Mrs. McDouall 
and Mr. Kaye home from Messrs. Jardine and Matheson’s resi- 
dence at East Point when the horses started and overturned the 
carriage, all three occupants being thrown out with some vio- 
lence,» Mrs. McDouall’s injuries are, it is hoped, but slight, and 
Mr. Kave escaped with a severe shaking. Mr. McDouall, how- 
ever, had two ribs broken, and received other injuries, and in 
spite of everything that medical skill could do, died on the 13th 

ct. Mr. MeDouall was an old and esteemed resident, and his 
loss is much regretted. His funeral was largely attended ; the 
shipping in harbour, and several honses on shore lowered their 
flags half-mast, as a token of respect for the deceased. 

he villagers of Little Hong Kong are in uo smal] alarm. 
They assert that a tiger of considerable size has made ita ap- 
pearance there lately, aud that it has committed depredatiang on 
their live stock, especially pigs and dogs. A few days ago the 
villagers of Wong-nei-cheong were also greatly excited. They 
say the tiger visited their village and devoured two dogs in one 
day, one in the morning and one in the evening, leaving only 
the heads of the poor animals, On the first occasion the vil- 
lagers turned out with match-locks and other weapons to drive 
away the voracious beast, and those who aver they have geen it 
give the size of the animal as weighing nearly three piculs. 
Here is a fine chance for some of our sportsmen. 

A meeting of the Regatta Committee took place on the 30th 
Sept., at which it was decided that the Regatta should take place 
on the 5th and 6th December. We hope to see some good sport 
on this occasion, and judging from the number of scratch fonrs 
that turn out now from the boathouse, we may look for the 
realisation of these hopes. It is the intention of the German 
community to present a very handsome cup to be rowed for in 
Canton cutters at the Regatta, and we sifcerely hope that we 
shall see a crew of German gentlemen start for it. This ought to 
draw out some good oars, and doubtless a good race will result, 
as the distance is a trying one—a mile and a-half. Several other 
valuable cups will be given for four-oared cutters and gingle 
sculling boats, 

A somewhat interesting ceremony took place on the parade 
ground a few days since, the Garrison Sergeant Major receivi 
a medal for long service. The 80th Regt., with the Aitillery and 
Engiucers, were drawn up, and the medal was pinned on the 
sergeant’s breast by Colonel Phillips, R.A. Several desertions 
have lately taken place from the regiment, and unfortunately 
some of these are from the band. 

The form of declaration used in the Courts of Justice here is 
to be retranslated and simplified. This is certainly a step in the 
right direction, as the translation now used is too difficult to be 
understood by a large majority of the Chinese witnesses. 

We learn that the Rev. J. Burdon has definitely accepted the 
Bishopric of Victoria, and proposes to leave Peking on the 22nd 
October for England, taking Hong Kong on his way. 

‘The materials of the building hitherto used by the London 
Mission as a printing-ottice have been sold by public auction to 
Lai-a-chan for the sum of $605. 

The new Commodore, Commodore Parish, B.N., arrived on 
the 14th October. Commander Patterson, B.N., has left for 
Singapore to rejoin his ship, the Avon, his place as acting com 
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modore being taken by Commander Leet, R.N., till now in com- 
mand of the Thistle. 

Mr. H. O. Brown, who is appointed Commissioner of Customs 
at Chefoo, arrived here from Canton on the 30th September, on 
his way north. 

Mr. Edmund Sharp’s resumption of his duties as Crown Soli- 
citor has been notified in the Government Gazette. 

Mr. Alford, Inspector of Buildings, has resigned the Govern- 
ment service. 

Emigration for the British West Indies has been resumed at 
Canton. The Corona will take the first cargo of emigrants. 

The Amateur Dramatic Company propose opening the season 
with Tom Taylor’s drama of Plot and Passion. 

A pamphlet by Mr. Gideon Nye, Jun., of Canton, has been 
published, entitled, “Peking the Goal—The Sole Hope of Peace,” 
comprising an enquiry into the og of the pretension of uni- 
versal aiprenacy China, &. We regret that we have not re- 
ceived a copy of this publication. 

A meeting of the Legislative Council took place on Sept. 30th, 
at which were present :—H. E. the Governor ; the Chief Justice ; 
the Acting Colonial Secretary ; the Attorney-General ; the 
Acting Colonial Treasurer ; the Hon. R. Rowet ; and W. H. 
Alexander. 

The re-consideration of the Supreme Court Reconstitution Bill was 
continued. There being no amendment, it was passed and numbered 
12 of 1873. The Civil Procedure Code was next reconsidered. The 
Attorney-General suggested the abolition of the portion of clause 4 of 
Section 8 relating to service of process on officers and soldiers, as pro- 
visions had already been made in the Mutiny Act and Naval Regula- 
tions, and it would be dangerous to legislate in the matter. In Section 
94, Clause 3 was remodelled, giving power to apply to the Judge in 
chambers in case of disputes as to scale of costs, The code was then 

and numbered No. 13 of 1873, the title having first undergone a 
slight change. The Summary Jurisdiction Court Abolition Ordinance 
‘was next taken in hand. After supplying a small blank in the Bill, and 
making a few verbal alterations, the ordinance was passed, being 
numbered 14 of 1873. The Barristers and Attorneys Ordinance was 
then brought up for reconsideration. 

The Attorney General read through the new sections, and left it to 
the Council to decide whether the agreement clause should be struck 
out from the Ordinance, or retained with the modifications suggested 
by the new clauses. Discussion was again directed to the illegality of 
attorneys making agreements ; the Chief Justice observed that he was 
not sure they could not be struck off the rolls on a motion. He thought 
the Council was going to make what was illegal quasi legal. He then 
proposed the striking out of the agreement clause altogether. The 
motion, having-been seconded by the;Acting Treasurer, was unanimously 
carried. There being no other amendments, the ordinance was passed 
and numbered No. 15 of 1873. 

The Chief Justice next laid before the Council certain rules regulat- 
ing the preliminary examination of persons who wished to be articled 
clerks to attorneys, solicitors and proctors. The subjects of examina- 
tion comprise reading, orthography, writing by dictation, grammar, 
arithmetic, including compound fractions, book-keeping, Latin, &c. The 
rules were approved by the Council, and H. E. adjourned the meeting 
sine die,

SINGAPORE. 

Our advices from this port extend to the 23rd Oct. ; the French 
mail from London Sept. 12 arrived out on the 13th October, 
and the following P. and O. mail of Sept. 19 on the 23rd Oct. 
The following items are from the Straits Times :-— 


As the time approaches for the second Dutch expedition to 
Atchin, the Atchinese appear to be taking measures that will 
afford little for their enemy to subsist upon, and render their 
military operations all the more difficult. Two telegrams from 
Batavia announce that the Atchinese had set fire to their planta- 
tions and villages along the West Coast—the pepper country— 
so that there is little chance of obtaining a crop of pepper next 
year—the telegram giving information of this latest tactic of 
the Atchinese, says that “one sheet of fire extended from Atchin 
to Truman, inclusive.” The trade of Penang suffers seriously 
from the anarchy so long prevailing in Laroot, whence it draws 
large supplies of tin ; and Singapore and Malacca suffer quite as 
much from the petty wars constantly cropping up in the small 
native States beyond Malacca, also tin-producing countries, 
This state of affairs is almost wholly due to the policy of the 
Local Government, which, did it assert its proper position, 
would, with tact, be able to maintain peace in and develop the 
limitless resources of these States on our very borders, which 
but for these constantly recurring disputes and petty wars, and 
the consequent insecurity of life and property there, would find 
their way into the ports of this colony as their natural market. 
We trust, however, the time is fast approaching when a radical 
change will be inaugurated in the policy of our Government 
towards these States. ; 

The interval since the departure of the last mail has been 
more than usually fruitful in matters of local political interest. 
His Excellency the Governor left on the 6th to make his fare- 
well visits to the other Settlements, returning on the 17th. On 
the day of his arrival at Penang, a public meeting was held 
there to express the approval of the residents at the action of 
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the three Unofficial members of the Legislative Council in 
resigning their seats, and also to give expression to the public 
opinion of that Settlement against the Chinese Immigrants’ Bill, 
But notwithstanding all that has been urged in the Colony 
against this measure, His Excellency was so determined to 

it at all hazards, that he convened a meeting of the remnant of 
the Legislative Council on the very day of his return to Singa- 
pore,—although he only landed at Tanjong Pagar wharf at 11 
o’clock, and three of the Official members were to leave for 
Malacca by the same steamer early in the afternoon,—and after 
informing the few members present that the “ planting interest” 
at Penang had, after his explanations, “ expressed themselves 
perfectly satisfied with the Bill,” the farce of putting it to the 
vote was gone through with, and it was carried. 

A Commission of Inquiry, consisting of the Colonial Secre- 
tary, the Colonial Treasurer, and the Colonial Engineer, is now 
sitting at_ Malacca, to inquire into certain abuses said to exist 
there. The causes that have led to this Commission are kept an 
official State secret, but are rumoured to have grown out of a 
dispute between the Lieutenant Governor and the police magis- 
trate at that settlement. 

Lieutenant Ellis, Master Attendant at Penang, has been ap- 
pointed Acting Master Attendant at Singapore, in the room of 
the late Lieutenant Burn, and Captain Fox, Deputy Harboar 
Master here, will go to Penang as Acting Master Attendant. It 
would be only justice to both these officers to confirm them in 
these appointments. Lieutenant Ellis is an old public servant, 
and has held the post of Master Attendant at Penang for a num- 
ber of years, while Captain Fox, who was senior commander in 
the Government steamers, was ousted without fault or warning, 
and has since held only temporary appointments until the pre- 
sent year, when he was made Deputy Harbour Master at this 
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ae British steamer Celestial, Captain Pool, from Sunderland 
20th se ee via Suez Canal, hat arrived. The Celestial is a new 
steamer, built on the Thames by Messrs Blake and Co., of North- 
fleet, and is intended for local traffic. Her dimensions are— 
length 205 feet, breadth of beam 27 feet 7 inches, and depth of 
hold‘21 feet 8 inches. She is 1,012 tons gross and 610 tons net 
measurement, and is propelled by compound direct-acting and 
surface-condensing engines of 120-horse power. She has, we 
hear, been chartered by the Singapore Steamship Company to 
carry ple to Jeddah, and will, after discharging cargo and 
docking, be laid on for that port. 

From private advices from Batavia, we learn that extensive 
preparations are being made for the second Atchin expedition. 
A eta will commence during the Mahomean fasting month, 
which begins on the 23rd.

Also five of the largest of the N.I.S.N. Co's, steamers will be taken up. 

From Manila we learn that the Spanish Government is carry- 
ing things with a nigh hand in the Sooloo Archipelago. We 
have already noticed the seizure of the two German vessels, the 
Gazelle and Maria Lowise, both of which, it is said, have been 
condemned by an improvised Spanish Court of Admiralty with- 
out any defence heard or explanations allowed, and in spite of 
the remonstrances of the German and British Consuls. The 
a of the Maria Louise belonged to Messrs. Augustine Heard 
and Co., of Hong Kong. It appears that two more German 
vessels have been seized and one American vessel, but we are 
unable to give any reliable particulars. Telegrams have been 
received from Hong Kong that a portion of the British squadron 
in China has been ordered to Manila to look after British interests 
in that quarter. H.M.S. Avon, last heard of as having left Manila 
for this port, but having been obliged to put into Sual from bad 
weather, has been ordered back.

IMPORTS. 

CHEFOO.—Messrs. Wilson, Cornabé, and Co. report as follows :— 
During the past month we have had a dull market: for most descriptions 
of imports, but as we close a better feeling is setting in, and we expect 
soon to see business generally in a fairly active state. Cotton Goods: 
8} Ib. Grey Shirtings are in but limited demand, and not more than 
Tis. 1.8.8 per piece can be got for really goud cloth. Drills and T-Cloths 
are neglected, and for White Shirtings and Fancy Goods there is n0 
enquiry whatever. Woollens are almost unsaleable. Metals: Both 
Iron and Lead are in fair enquiry, with stocks reduced to alow compas 

Hankow.—A longer interval than usual had elapsed owing to the 
change in the departure of the mail usual at this time of year, so that 
the business of three weeks is reviewed. The market during that period 
had shown no signs of improvement for Cotton Goods, the sales of 
which had been on a smaller scale than for some time previously, at a 
a rule easier rates, Woollens and Worsteds had been in good demand 
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at advancing prices. Cotton Goods (Grey Shirtings): Market very dull 
and total sales had amounted to 11,000 pieces. 8} lbs. were in very 
limited demand though prices had declined two candareens per piece. 
In 10 lbs. there was little doing, but lighter weights had received some 
attention. White Shirtings had been taken to a moderate extent; 
prices were slightly higher. T-Cloths: No improvement to notice ; 
transactions unusually small, and chiefly in 7lbs. Drills and Jeans dull 
and settlements reported on a limited scale at a slight concession on 
last rates. Fancy Cottons still in some request. Woollens and Wor- 
steds : Demand for Long Ells (scarlet and dark blue in particular) had 
continued, and an advance of about one mace per piece had been ob- 
tained. Camlets had also been in better demand at higher rates ; 
Spanish Stripes had found buyers at a moderate extent at unchanged 
prices. Figured Orleans: Market without alteration, but a larger 
business doing ; small patterns most in favour. Metals (Lead): Ad- 
vices from home of a furthet rise in price, and a corresponding advance 
in Shanghai, had given strength to the market, and although there had 
had not been much demand, prices had improved considerably ; L.B. 
was quoted Tis. 5.80 per picul, Quicksilver Tls. 108 per picul. 

Foocnow.—Sales had been as follows :—Grey Shirtings: 8} lbs., 
1,100 pieces, at $2.25 to 2.75 per piece; 7 Ibs. 300 pieces, at $2.35 per 
piece. T-Cloths: 7 lbs., 1,200 pieces, at $2.65 per piece. Lead: No 
sales ; nominal rate $8 per picul. 

Honxa Kone.—Owing to alterations in the dates of departure of the 
mails consequent upon the change of the monsoon, there is a longer 
interval than usual to report upon. There had been, however, no 
change of interest to notice in the position of the principal staples 
either in demand or price, buyers having confined their purchases to 
their immediate wants. Grey Shirtings were very dull, but stocks were 
moderate, and any improvement in demand might cause a slight ad- 
vance in prices. White Shirtings: More inquiry for all counts, and 
lower qualities slightly improved. T-Cloths: More activity, and a fair 
inquiry for all weights ; prices, however, showed no alterations of im- 
portance. Fancy Goods had been quiet. Woollens: Spanish Stripes, 
Scarlet H.H. had been in good demand. Blankets in demand at anad- 
vance. Long Ells advanced all round, and Scarlet taken freely. Cam- 
lets in good inquiry at higher prices. Lastings in demand [at an ad- 
vance of 50 cents. Metals: Iron Nail Rod in demand, and prices 
higher. Bar dull of sale. Hoop in small request. Quicksilver again 
advanced. Yellow Metal and Lead quiet. 

Canton.—Lead : The market was advancing, in consequence of the 
stock being held firmly in a few hands; L.B. wus quoted $7.80 to 7.85, 
and W.B. $7.90 to 8. Quicksilver was quoted $142 to 143, but there 
were no sales to record. 

Batavia.—The market for Cotton Manufactures had been extremely 
inactive. The demand for White and Grey Goods generally was very 
languid, and with the exception of fine Cambrics and the narrow widths 
of Madapollams and Calicots business had been very trifling. For 
madder Prints and coloured Goods suitable for the native new year, 
there had been some inquiry, and importers were desirous to clear their 
stocks even at low rates. 

SrxaaPporE.—Messrs. Boustead and Co. report as follows:—A fair 
amount of business has been done in Piece Goods during the past fort- 
night, but at easier prices for many descriptions. In 8} lbs. Grey 
Shirtings a moderate business has been done, but latterly some holders 
have accepted a reduction of 24 cents; other weights have been in 
small request. T-cloths have been quiet, and sales are on a small scale. 
White Shirtings have continued in good demand, but are quieter at 
the close. Grey Yarn No. 40 has been in fair request, but the price 
does not advance. Fancy Cottons are quiet. Woollens experienced 
some inquiry, Camlets and Scarlet Long Ells being most wanted. Iron 
is quiet but firm ; last transaction shows an advance in price of Govan 
flat bar. Swedish and Hoop are out of stuck and inquired for. Yellow 
Metal has improved in value under the influence of small stock and an 
active demand. Copper Sheathing can only be disposed of in small 
quantities, the consumption of late having become limited. Zinc 
Sheathing is seldom asked for. Roll Zinc is in good request, but there 
is none at market. Pig Lead continues very quiet ; the stock of L.B. 
brand now here is light, but prices are without improvement. Steel in 
tubs is not wanted just now, recent purchases having been of cases 
only. Gunpowder in kegs has come into better request, but few sales 
are reported. Paints are very dull and difficult to move. Candles are 
still in large supply and prices are weak. The business in Firearms has 
been much restricted of late owing to the unsettled state of affairs in 
Atchin. Coals are quiet and without change in price ; there have been 
no recent transactions. 

Penanc.—The amount of business transacted had been on a very 
amall scale, dealers buying only to meet immediate local requirements. 
There was scarcely any alteration to notice in prices, but most im- 
porters would willingly concede to lower rates in order to effect sales of 
any importance.

Hanxow.—Receipta had fallen off considerably, and only a trifling 
business is advised. The reported settlements of 2,000 chesta had 
been principally on Russian account, and showed no quotable change. 
Farther supplies were estimated at about 25,000 chests, leaving a de- 
ficiency of 24,000 chests as compared with last year’s total arrivals. 
Quotations :—For second and third crop Oopacks, Tls. 15.50 to 17; 
Oanfaas, none ; Oonams, Ts. 12 to 16. Export to Great Britain is as

Krvxiano.—There had been no local business to report. 
SHancHal.—Black : Some rather extensive purchases had been made 
at about previous quotations, We notice chiefly settlements of Ning- 
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chows at Tis. 21 to 23, and of Oonams at Tis. 18 to 19; one or two 
chops of common Shontam had been sold at Tl. 14, but teamen gene- 
rally were unwilling to accept this figure. Further arrivals had taken 
place, and the stock was not much reduced, but the season was evi- 
dently rapidly drawing to a close, with appearance in favour of a small 
deficiency in the total supply. Settlements had been 19,680 chests, 
stock (against 23,800 chests last year) 28,280 chests. Prices paid, 
Oopacks, &c., Tls. 16 to 224; Oonams and Oonfaas Tis. 14 to 508: 
Hohow and Ningchows, Tis. 19 to 243. Green: The demand had not 
been very general, and some classes of medium Foochows and Moyunes 
had been sold at a decline of Tl. 1 per picul, but for finest parcels the 
former high range of value was maintained. There had not been much 
done either in Pingsueys or Shanghai packed kinds. Arrivals had been 
considerable, and the stock was more than doubled since last mail. 
Settlements, Fychow, Teenkais and Moyunes, 24,720 4-chests, stcck, 
53,000 4-chests, against 1872, 48,500 4-chests. Pingsueys, 7,078 4- 
chests ; stock, 14,300 4-chests, against 1872, 7,000 4-chests. Shanghai 
packed, 1,391 4-chesta ; stock, 3,000 }-chests, against 1872, 3,500 4- 
chests. Total, 33,189 4-chests ; stock, 70,300 4-chests, against 1872, 
59,000 4-chests. Prices paid, Fychows, Teenkais, and Moyunes, Tls. 
29 to 44; Pingsueys, Ts. 32 to 414 ; Shanghai packed, Tls. 26 to 272. 

Foocuow.—A moderate business had been in progress at slightly 
easier rates. Congou.—Settlements 32,325 chests at prices ranging 
from Tls. 4 to 22, and a small parcel of boxes at Tls. 24 to 31. For 
Teas under Tls. 17, prices had declined about one-half a tael, while for 
other kinds rates showed no alteration. Teas continued to arrive freely, 
but the bulk consisted of inferior quality. Arrivals 60,200 chesta. 
Quotations are, dust and siftings, Tls. 7.05 to 8.8 ; broken leaf to com- 
mon, T's. 10.0 to 16.0 ; fair to good common, Ts. 16.8 to 18.3 ; flavory 
to medium, Tls. 19.3 to 24.3.. Souchong.—Settlements 2,800 chests at 
Tls. 15 to 46, |being former rates. Arrivals 2,200 chests. Oolong: 
The market for the United States was opened about the beginning of 
the month by the settlement of the Tong Lee and Tiger chops at about 
Tis. 27 and 25 respectively proportionate price ; soon followed by the 
purchase of other fine strings at Tls. 23 and 27, and one small fancy 
lot at Tls, 31. These settlements had not been publicly reported, but 
it was generally understood that these were the particulars of the first 
week's business, Compared with the average of the settlements made 
at the same time last year, these prices showed a reduction of about 
Tis. 5. Total settlements up to date 35,500 half-chests. Cargo Teas, 
owing to the excessive demands of Teamen, had not been dealt in. 
Some Formosa Teas on offer in this market were shipped off per Glen- 
falloch, but particulars of purchases had not transpired. Quotations, 
common to fair cargo, Tls. 15.8 to 19.8 ; good to superior, Tls. 20.8 to 
26.8 ; fine to finest, Tls. 80.8 to 42.8; choice to choicest, Tls. 47.8 to 
57.8. Scented Teas.—Settlements had amounted to 12,100 boxes 
Scented Orange Pekoe at Tis. 17 to 27, and 2,740 boxes Scented Caper 
at Tls. 17[to 26. Arrivals 14,000 boxes. Flowery Pekoe: Settlements 
530 chests at Tls. 12 to 35. Arrivals 400 chests. 

Amoy.—Oolongs : The market had remained quiet, and the few 
settlements made had been at previous rates, say 3,909 half-chests at 
$19 to 27, the bulk averaging good cargo, and costing $21 to 23. The 
autumn crop was beginning to arrive, but the teamen were asking high 
prices, and thus far the quality appeared to be inferior both in leaf and 
liquor. Quotations: Fair to good cargo, $19 to 23 ; superior, $23 to 
25 ; fine and finest, $27 to 35. Congou: The only settlements reported 
were 8,120 half-chests common Tea at $13 to 15, and there was little or 
no stock. Formosa: At Tamsui the market was active, and business 
was being done at high rates considering the quality. The total export 
was expected to reach about 50,000 half-chests. 

Cantoy.—Large operations had transpired in Scented Teas, but at 
prices showing no great change on former rates ; Canton District Con- 
gous had not been dealt in, and the stock on offer was of an unde- 
sirable quality. Scented Teas: During the early part of the interval 
some private contracts were reported, but terms had not been made 
known, since large settlements had been made of Scented Capers at 
prices showing but a very slight decline in value, the medium to fine 
grades being chiefly in favour at Tls. 154 to 20, and of which quite 
15,000 boxes were of this description. In the absence of desirable 
quality little had been ing in Scented Orange Pekoes, and it was 
reported from the country that a great portion of the raw leaf is being 
converted into new-make Congou. 


SILK. 

SHanouar.—After the report for last English mail had been issued, 
the market was very quiet and weak, and when buying commenced for 
French mail purchases showed a fair decline, but as these increased and 
joint account settlements formed part of the business transacted prices 
showed very little change, for these latter transactions especially. At 
the close of the French mail, and during the few days following, the 
market was at its lowest point, and prices had declined to what was 
considered a fairly safe level. This, in connection with receipt of pri- 
vate telegrams of a more favourable nature, had caused a large business 
to be transacted during the last week, though late purchases showed 
an advance of Tls. 10 over those paid earlier in the interval. At this 
advance the market closed firm, and a further rise was not considered 
improbable. The stock had been reduced to barely 5,000 bales. 

CanTon.—Messrs. Deacon’s Circular says:—We have to report a 
moderate business since departure of last English mail. Settlements 
of Tsatleo reel are put down at 500 bales. No. 4 quality has com- 
manded more attention than any other description, and purchases have 
been, for the most part, of that sort. There is no prospect of lower 
rates ruling here, and country prices are said to have advanced of 
late. Loongkongs have been in some request, and 80 bales are re- 
ported to have been taken, quotation for No. 1 is $455 per picul. Extra 
quality is not in stock, and difficult to obtain in the interior. Long- 
reels : Parsces have settled 250 piculs. Re-reels: 250 boxes were 
shipped per last American mail, the greater part of which had been 
contracted for some time previous. At the moment there is little or 
nothing doing. Stock is estimated at 2,800 bales, say: 1,500 bales 
Tsatlee, 200 bales Loongkong, 200 bales Cumchuck, and 900 bales 
inferior silk.

- Cxviox.—An occasional correspondent of The Times, at Colombo, 
supplies that journal with some interesting iculars with reference 
to the Report of the ReSistrar General on the Census of Ceylon. It 
appears that the numbering of the people ;has always been met with 
opposition, and the taking of the Census in 1871 was the first attempt, 
and the task was as heavy as it was novel. The report shows that 
there are but 217 Protestant clergy and missionaries among the two- 
and-a-half millions of the people, and 87 Catholic priests, while there 
are not less than 5,345 Buddhist priests, 1,078 Sirite priests, 449 Ma- 
homedan priesta, and 862 Devil Dancers, The religious denominations 
of the inhabitants may be classed as follows :—Buddhist, 1,520,575 ; 
Sirite, 464,414; Roman Catholics, 182,613; Mahomedan, 171542; 
Protestant, 24,758; Wesleyan, 6,071} Presbyterian, 3,101 ; Baptist, 
1,478. Of the entire population of Ceylon one in 728 is insane, one 
in 860 is deaf and dumb, and one in 357 is blind. A peculiar fact con- 
nected with the Census was, that it increased the registration of native 
marriages in consequence of a rumour having got about that in conse- 
quence of the Franco-German war, all the unmarried men were required 
in France. 

THE YELLOW River,—The Times, in a letter from its dent 
at Shanghai, alludes to an aeportans paper recently pabhahed in the 
Peking Gazeite regarding the Yellow River. The paper in question is 
written by Li Hung Chang, Viceroy of Chili. The river Hoangho is 
set down in school books and atlases as running into the Yellow Sea, 
in about 34 deg. N., but about ttventy years ago the river suddenly 
changed its course and forced an outlet into the Gulf of Pecheli. The 
banks of the Grand Canal were burst, wide districts were flooded, and 
immiente damage was done. During the continuance of the rebellion, 
no attempt was made to guard against a repetition of the accident, but 
now the condition of the watercourse is beginning to have serious 
attention, and the Grand Council have submitted « report of their 
deliberations to Li, who has suggested that measures be taken to em-

Ar a meeting of the Asiatic Society, the President in the chair, a 
ae was read by Professor R. C. Childers, on the Singalese Language. 

r. Childers showed that this language belonged to the group of the 
Aryan vernacular of India, and was deserving of much more attention 
at the hands of Oriental scholars. Attention was drawn to the re- 
markable fact that the Singalese languagein Mahenda’s time was funda- 
mentally the same as now, and Mr. Childers endeavoured to account 
for the rapid phonetic decay between the tine of the colonisation of 
Ceylon and that of Mahinda’s mission. 


A Paper by Mr. T. W. Kingsmill, on Tang, the founder of the Shang 
dynasty in China, was read at the recent meeting of the Asiatic Society.

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THE MACAO COOLIE TRADE. 

Ir the Macaocese have not succeeded in making Macao 
famous they have at least made its name infamous. The 
long chapter of cruelty, outrage, and wrong, the record of 
the Portuguese occupation of Macao, which has caused the 
Chinese to look upon the name of foreigner as synonymous 
with villain, murderer, and thief, has been forced upon the 
attention of Europe by such dies as those on board the 
Nowvelle Penelope, the Dolore Ugarte, Maria Luz, and other 
ill-fated ships, and have aroused a cry of indignation from 
the whole civilised world. It must have occurred to man 
as strange, that while Marco PoLo could traverse the length 
and breadth of China with not only perfect immunity from 
danger, but on terms of complete accord with the natives,

THE JAPANESE IN ITALY. 

Nor long since we heard of an “ International Congress 
of Orientalists” held in Paris, at which a special discussion 
took place on the language, history, and arts of Japan and 
China. On that occasion the Japanese Minister, SAME- 
_SHIMA NAONOBU, said, “ As yet our relations with the West 
* have been only of a political and commercial character ; 


“‘ we now, for the first time, establish a common intellec- 
“tual ground, and I have no doubt that education will 
*‘ some day place Japan in those social relations with your- 
“ selves which only can unite nations.” These words seem to 
give expression to the conviction, not only of the authorities 

- but of the more intelligent part of the people themselves, 
as the eagerness shown to acquire, and to profit by 
European science and arts has never been equalled 

- among any extra-European people. It naturally happens 
that the great obstacle to intercourse and to consequent 
proses is the wide difference between the European and 
apanese langu Japanese students come over here, 
but very few students go to Japan for the purpose of ac- 
’ quiring that language. With a view to remedying some- 
what this state of things, Venice—of all places in the 
world—appears in the van. Venice, shaking off some of 
her torpor, is giving signs of life, and has actually estab- 

_ lished a professorship of Japanese language in the local 
school of commerce ; and in order to render the step more 
efficacious she has appointed to the post, not a theoretical 

_ Croat, Egyptian, or Greek, but a practical and clever young 
native, . JOSHIDA, of Yedo, formerly attached to the 
Italian Legation in Japan. This step, which appears to be 
about the first active expression of an intention on the part 
of Venice to profit by the advantages which the reopening 
of the Mediterranean route to India, and her fortunate geo- 
graphical position, gS placed within her reach, was 
wisely taken, being already the residence of the Japanese 


Consulate-General in Italy ; and being actually, by means of 


the P. and O. vessels, in direct weekly communication with 
China, Japan, and the East generally, she thus becomes, 
as H. E. SAMESHIMA desired. not only a political and 
commercial, but also a literary centre for Europo- 
Japanese relations. It is not unworthy of remark that 
at the Consulate-General above-mentioned there are several 
Japanese attachés, who, under the guidance of a distin- 
guished Italian gentleman, continually and minutely study 
all that relates to public administration, laws, commerce, 
the arts, industry, &c., for the information of their Go- 
vernment, unceasing in its desire to introduce usetul inno- 
vations and reforms at home. It is expected that Mr. 
Sano, Japanese Minister accredited to the Courts of Rome 
and Vienna, will shortly visit Italy. He will be presented 
to King Vicror EMMANUEL by Count Fr p’OsTIANa and 
Mr. NAKAYAMA ; he will stay a short time in Italy, and 


will then return to Vienna. These events—the visit of 


H.R.H. the Duke of Genoa to Japan, that of the Embassy 
of IwakuRA to Rome, the establishment of the Japanese 
Legation, and of the Consulate-General in Italy—all unite 
in demonstrating that an immense field for commercial 
activity and enterprise has been opened, and that neither 
Italians nor Japanese seem disposed to allow it to remain 
uncultivated. We heartily wish them every success, know- 
ing that commerce and friendly intercourse are the only 


true springs of industry, civilisation, peace, and prosperity, 
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begun in treache 
as black as any which have darkened the pages of history, 
and there they will learn that in the words of a well known 
writer, it sti 





and deceit, has been fruitful of crimes 


is “the fitting paradise of the low and 
vicious,” who find there gambling-houses wherein to seek 
dishonest gain, or to imperil funds entrusted to their charge; 
and the means of indulging in debauchery upon which even 
the somewhat latitudinarian foreign communities anywhere 
else in China would cry shame. 

It is only fair to the Portuguese as a nation, to mention 
that, as the writer of the article above referred to points 
out, the inhabitants of Macao do not by any means fairly 
represent the nation from which they claim descent. The 
prisons of Portugal, he tells us, were now and then emptied, 
and the felons sent to Portuguese India and the East, 
where they became pirates, or smugglers, in default of 
more congenial occupation. ‘“ From the marriages of such 
“persons as these with Malay, Chinese, Japanese, and 
“‘ other women Macao was chiefly populated.” To these 
may be added a native population who have been described 
with justice as being the very dregs of China. If the his 
tory of Macao had remained unwritten one would be in- 
clined to ask, Can any good come out from such a com- 
munity? From the very first, kidnapping seems to have 
been the natural occupation of these dagendled aliens, and 
at ne pee day from ten to twenty thousand coolies are 
shipped. off by ruffians “named after all the Saints in 
the Christian calendar” from the “Holy City.” That 
this plague spot must before long be exterminated cannot 
be doubted, and when the colony shall have passed into 
oblivion we may hope to meetin China with the same 
confidence and welcome as were shown to Marco Pow 
and Ipn BaTurTa by the Chinese of the middle Ages. 

The article to which we have drawn attention is only 
one of several very interesting articles in the July and 
August numbers of the China Review. This periodical is 
taking for itself a high place among Oriental magazines, 
and appears a to enjoy a long and prosperous career. 
The article in the present number on Formosa contains 
much that is interesting, and we trust that other travellers 
in that island and elsewhere will further enlighten us, 
through its pages, on the characteristics of the country 
and people.

Crown of the Chevalier voN HANNEN and the Chevalier 
von BowRa. 


THE Adulteration Act is being strained to cover what 
was never intended by the framers. We now have repeated 
cases of grocers being prosecuted for the sale of green teas, 
which have been manufactured to suit the English consumer 
for more than a century. It is now suddenly discovered 
that these teas do not grow green, but the colouring is pro- 
duced by the use of gypsum and other commodities. The 
unfortunate grocer is thereupon arraigned for selling 
“ Adulterated Tea ;” and this very naturally frightens both 
the wholesale and retail trade from dealing in green teas. 
The loss inflicted on the importer by these measures has 
been serious and vexatious, as the Act was only intended 
to operate against such stuff as “Maloo mixture,” “lie 
tea,” and similar concoctions. 


ACCORDING to a letter from Yokohama, published by the 
Cologne Gazette, Russia is rapidly colonising the northern 
portion of the Island of Saghalien with soldiers, and con- 
flicts are of frequent occurrence between them and the 
Japanese in the southern part of. the island.

THE VIENNA EXHIBITION. 

TheChinese Customs’ Commission at Vienna have given amusical 
entertainment, which the German papers unanimously applaud 
asa t and merited success. It appears to have been attended 
by all the Imperial Family (save by the Emperor_himself, who 
was engaged with the Reichsrath), by the Grand Duke of Mo- 
dena, the Grand Duke of Tuscany, the Prince Teck, and the 
Princess Mary of Cambridge, the Prince and Princess Hohen- 
lohe, the Countess of Clam-gallas, the Countess Andrassy, the 
Corps Diplomatique, the Russian, French, German, Italian, 
Spanish, Turkish, Greek, Belgian, and other Ambassadors, with 
their suites ; Sir Andrew Buchanan, the English Ambassador, 
and Lady Buchanan ; Sir George and Lady Bonham ; the Minis- 
ters of the Cabinet, Prince Auersperg, Baron Boltheim, Baron 
Pretis Cagnodo, and Chevalier de Chlumecky ; General Benedek 
and General Gallina ; the Commissioners for the Exhibition gene- 
rally ; all the distinguished strangers in Vienna; and a host of 
other guests from the upper ten thousand of Austrian Society. 
Upwards of 1,500 invitations were issued, and the actual number 
of guests is said to have been over 1,400. The Imperial and 
Royal visitors showed their appreciation of the hospitality of the 
Chinese Commissioners by remaining to the very last ; the Arch- 
dukes and Princess Mary of Cambridge, with other Royal per- 
sonages, not moving from their seats until the last note of the 
last bar of the last waltz had been played by the band of Strauss. 
This was no empty compliment, when it is remembered that 
Vienna society is unusually early, that the entertainment did 
not commence until the late hour of ten, and that the last piece 
was not played until nearly one A.M. 

The music, which was excellently selected—the programme 
being a most attractive one—was performed by the bands of the 
opera and the celebrated stringed band of Johann Strauss, the 
latter maestro conducting the orchestra for one period, and Herr 
Herbeck, Director of the Imperial Opera during another. All 
the stars of the Vienna oeee were engaged, and the Vienna 
press agrees in declaring that a better vocal and instrumental 
performance has not been heard in Vienna during the present 
year. It reflects much credit on the Chinese Commission. 





‘We understand that the collection of the Chinese Customs at 
the Exhibition has been presented to the National Museum at 
Vienna. This is a very fitting conclusion to the very handsome 
manner in which everything has been done by the Commission, 
but we cannot help regretting that it has not reached London. 
The preponderating interest in such a collection of the produc- 
tions of China—the most unique in existence—is certainly in 
England. Its display in the British Museum would have met 
this want, and would have been more accessible to Continental 

le than Vienna.

Buddhism : its Historical, Theoretical, and Popular Aspects. In 
Three Lectures. By Ernest J. Eitel, M.A., Ph.D. Second 
edition. London: Triibner and Co. 1873. 

Feng-shui ; or, The Rudiments of Natural Science in China. By 
Ernest J. Eitel, M.A., Ph.D, London: Triibner and Co. 
1873. 

The two first Essays on Buddhism in the pamphlet before us 
formed the substance of two lectures delivered at Hong Kong in 
the winter of 1870-71, by Dr. Eitel. The favour with which the 
lectures were received by the general public, as well as by those 
who had made Buddhism their study, induced Dr. Fitel to publish 
them, and to add a third essay as a supplement to the other two. 
The first edition of the work thus compiled was speedily ex- 
hausted, and we are glad to see that Dr. Eitel has given to the 
world a second edition, with such ‘corrections and alterations as 
were necessary. In his first essay the author treats of the his- 
torical aspect of Buddhism, and, beginning from the appear- 
ance of Shakyamuni GAntama Buddha, traces the develop- 
ment of the Southern and Northern schools, and recounts its 
introduction into Thibet, China, Corea, and Japan. To 
students the second essay is well worthy of attention. No 
system of morality has given rise among scholars to so many 
doubts and disputations as Buddhism. The doctrine of Nirvana, 
for instance, has been differently interpreted by almost every 
writer on the subject, and we are glad to see that Dr. Eitel has 
pointed out that which has been entirely overlooked, namely, the 
umpossibility of expecting to be able to arrive from native sources 
at any one interpretation of its meaning. Buddhism has many 
aspects. We find its more primitive form in the Hinayana 
school, a further development, marked by “ refined philosophy 
and abstruse metaphysics, with elaborate ritual and idolatrous 
symbolism” in the Mahayana system ; and in the Tantras are 
taught those superstitious beliefs which at the present day 
exercise so powerful an influence over the poorer and more 
ignorant classes. In each and every system under all cir- 
cumstances of time and place, we find different views of Nir- 
vana expounded. What wonder then that European scholars 
fail when they attempt to reconcile these differences. Dr. Eitel’s 
pamphlet contains an able sketch of the whole system of Bud- 
dhist, and will well repay perusal. - 


“ What is Feng-shui?” are the opening words of Dr. Eitel’s 
treatise on that mysterious superstition which meets us at every 
turn in China, which is the bitterest foe to telegraph and steam 
which is invoked at the birth of every infant in China, and 
without consultation on which no decrepit old Chinaman is laid 
in his grave? Dr. Eitel gives us the result of modern study of 
the subject, and pronounces this system, which is “ supposed to 
teach people where and when to build a tomb, or to erect a house, 
so as to insure for those concerned everlasting Ooi ha an 
happiness ”—to be natural science. Like the Greeks the Chinese 
make nature live ; they see “in every stone, in every tree, a 
living spirit ;” they people “the sea with naiads and the forest 
with satyrs.” In works of all kinds these beings have to be 
considered end propitiated, and hence has been elaborated a 
system based on the diagrams of the “Book of Changes” in 
which the rules to be followed are carefully laid down and ex- 
plained. In this system there are four grand divisions, viz., Zz, 
or his general order of nature; So, her numerical proportions; 
Hi, her vital breath or subtle energies, and Ying, her forms of 
appearance. “These constitute what is popularly called the 
system of Feng-shui.” 





We have received a copy of the Bulletin of the National Asso- 
ciation or Wool Manuhictaress published at Boston, United 
States. is journal seems devoted to every branch of industry 
in connection with the manufacture of wools and silks, and a 
chapter is dedicated to the report of a conference held in June 
last to promote improvements in the silk manufactures through- 
out Great Britain. Reference is made toa report by B. F. Cobb 
on raw silk exhibited at the London Exhibition, and a descrip- 
tion of Chinese and Japanese silks is given. Allusion is made to 
the memorial addressed by the Silk Association of America to 
the Chamber of Commerce at Shanghai in March last upon the 
deterioration of China silks, and a copy appears of asecond com- 
munication made on this subject to the Chaniber from the Lyons 
Association of Silk Merchants.

The Java Budget will, after being carried by a very large majority in 
the Second Chamber, be Inid before the members of the House of Lords, 
who met yesterday. It seems very strange indeed that, since the vote 
of the Lower House, 0 report is published about the Colonial chapter 

-of the Budget, in which the measures of the Minister of the Colonial 
Department are criticised severely. It is impossible to find a more in- 
‘ opportune time to bring forward a want of confidence. The complaints 
aro principally on the subject of the Atchin question. It looks as if 

, these lamentations would never end, and the conclusion is always, “ We 
do not know anything about the matter.” We flatter ourselves that, 
before this chapter is brought in discussion, something will be known 
about the result of thé second expedition. We are anxiously awaitin, 
the telegraphic news that hostilities have commenced, A> success wil 
prevent a repetition of these tirades, of which we have had enough al- 
ready, the Atchin question being the hobby-horse of the Opposition. 
Happily our Minister of the Colonics possesses coolness, and he shows 

. 60 much indifference that Mr. Haffinanns demonstrated, in yesterday's 
sitting, that Mr. Fransen van de Putte has become mad, owing to the 
high price of coffee. This most unparliamentary expression made 
the worst impreasion ; it clearly shows the level to which our Puarlia- 
mentary debate is reduced. We, therefore, must be thankful that the 
general discussions about our Budget, which were opened last Monday, 

“only lasted two days. The debate was merely a party fight between 
the Conservatives and Anti-revolutionists, and proved “much ado about 
nothing.” It seems to be the intention of the Minister of the Hume 
Departinent to entrust a portion of his affairs to another functionary. 
He is quite convinced that his business is too voluminous for one 
person ; he, therefore, wishes to create an eighth Minister, perhaps one 
for Public Works or for Instruction. I think that the last would be 
preferable, for our academical instruction not only waits for a reorgani- 
sation, but the other branches wait for the necessary improvements. 
Our new Minister of the War Department has given a sign of life. An 
important measure has been taken. The army wants subaltern officers, 
and both the quantity and quality need improvement. A Royal decree 
has been published proposing that young men from seventcen to twenty 
years shall enrol themselves for six years, after which time they will be 
éligible for subaltern officers. Tho conditions are very favourable. The 
question is whether many young men will be found willing to enter 
into military service, In general the Dutch do not like it. 

Her Majesty the Queen is very seriously ill ; there does not, however, 
seem to be any serious danger. 

RotrerDau, Nov. 20. 

The Colonial Minister has sent a written statement to the Second 
Chamber, declaring that the war in Atchin will render it necessary for 
that State to be placed under Dutch Sovereignty as a guarantee for the 
future maintenance of peace. Its autonomy is, however, to be preserved, 
tis the Government in no way intended to place the Principality under 
{ta direct dominion. It is announced from Singapore that the second 
Dutch expedition against Atchin has started from Batavia. 

The Second Chamber has adopted, by forty-three against sixteen 
votes, a Ministerial proposal to send a fresh diplomatic mission to Por- 
tugal, particularly in view of the necessity of a Treaty of Commerce 
between Holland and Portugal. The estimates for the Ministry of 
Foreign Affairs were then voted by fifty-nine votes against one. 

A Bill has been laid before the meinbers of the Second Chamber, 
having reference to the regulation of the monetary system in our East 
India Colonies. It contains one article, viz.—Art. 12 of the Law of 
May 1st, 1854, which is altered in the following manner: foreign silver 
money, the value of which has been stipulated by a general order of the 
Governor-General, will be accepted in the States treasuries in Dutch 
East India. It tends to fix the value of the Mexican dollar at f.2.50, 
and to leave the stipulation of other foreign silver moncy to the Culonial 
Government. 

An extraordinary meeting was held yesterday by the sharcholders of 
the International Trading and Credit Company, Rotterdam, in order to 
discuss some aie vere alterations of the statutes. The alterations 
were agreed to. It is now settled that there shall be two managers 
living at Rotterdam, who are not to trade on their own account to the 
prejudice of the company. The commercial paper must be under- 
written by two managers, or by one manager and the sccretary, or 
otherwise by proxy to be appointed by the commissaries on the proposi- 
tion of the managers. 

The result. of the Trading Company’s Coffee auction has been very 
satisfactory, 4c. to 1$c. above the brokers’ valuations being realised, and 
the whole quantity put up being sold. Good ordinary Java is now 
quoted 60kc.

Major-General C. P. B. Walker, C.B., has been selected as the re- 
cipient of the reward for distinguished service, lately enjoyed by Major- 
Gencral Sir H. W. Stisted, K.C.B., now in command of the 93rd High- 
landers, Major-General Walker served in the Crimean campaign of 1854 
as aide-de-camtp to the Earl of Lucan, including the battles of Alma, 
Balaklava, and Inkerman, and the siege of Sebastopol. He served in 
the field in India, 1859, first command of a field force at Secrora, in 
Oude, near which place he defeated the rebels on the 27th April, and 
afterwards in commund of the column which accompanied Sir Hope 
Grant to the Nepaul frontier, including the action of Jerwah Pass 
(medal). He served in China throughout the campaign of 1860 as 
assistant quartermaster-general of Cavalry, and was present at the actions 
of the 12th August, 18th and 21st September, and in the advance on 
Peking (C.B. medal with clasps). He served throughout the Franco- 
German war of 1870-71 as British military commissioner at the head- 
quarters of the third German army, under H.R.H. the Crown Prince of 
Prussia, and was present at the battles of Weissemburg, Worth, and 
Sedan, and throughout the investment of Paris, and received the per- 
mission of Her Majesty to accept and wear the Iron Cross and the 
medal granted at the termination of the campaign. 

Major G. Clay, half-pay, late 19th Regiment, has been appointed 
Aide-de-Camp to the Right Hon. W. H. Gregory, Governor of Ceylon. 
Major Clay entered the army September 18, 1839; was promoted toa 
lieutenancy December 81, 1842; became captain December 29, 1854; 
and major, unattached, May 1, 1866. He served with the 19th Regi- 
ment in the Eastern tampaign of 1854 and part of 1855, including the 
battles of Alma and Inkerman and siege of Sebastopol. 

Captain L. Brine has been appointed to the command of the Briton, 
10, screw corvette, on the East India station.

1857, served with the expedition of 1860, was present at Sinho, Tang- 
how, the capture of the Taku forts, in the actions near Tangchow, and 
at the surrender of Peking. For these services he received a medal 
with three,clasps. 

Navigating-Licutenant W. W. Vine, who was employed as acting 
second mate in command of the Coromandel, tender to the flagship on 
the East India and China station, from September, 1857, till October, 
1859, when he became acting master of the Furious, 16, also at China, 
and was afterwards removed into the Chesapeake, 51, flagship, has 
been appointed to the command of the transport ship Briton. 

The death of Lieut.-Coloncel F. Connor, late of the 2nd Regiment 
(who served in the campaign of 1860 in China, including the action of 
Sinho, the taking of Tang Koo, and the actions of Chankiawan and

AVERAGE BONDS. 

The following circular and form of Average Bond has been issued by 
the Committee of Lloyd's :— 

Tho attention of the Agency Committee of Lloyd's having been 
directed to the forms of average bonds, some of which are frequently 
of an objectionable nature, they have referred the subject to the con- 
sideration of the best authorities, and the annexed form has been pre- 
pared, which it is considered, while protecting the interests of the ship- 
owner, will leave the merchant and underwriters unfettered in the 
treatment of the average. In the bond commonly used the accident 
which gives rise to the average is assumed and admitted, and can never 
afterwards be questioned, however unfounded may be the statement 
upon which it is made. A second objectionable practice is that of con- 
rtituting it an arbitration agreement, referring the average to one fir, 
Without. appeatand without power of correction. Tt is the merchant 
and not the underwriter who is bound by the average agreement, and 
aa tho merchant is precluded from questioning the statement when 
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made up, although he may be aware that the particulars alleged in it

The Suez Canal Commission held a sitting on the 18th inst., 
but the French delegate did not attend. The discussion upon 
the deductions to be made in the measurement of steamers was 
brought to a close, and the Commission determined what deduc- 
tions from gross tonnage shall be made in order to arrive at the 
net tonnage lor available capacity of a steamer. The Commis- 
sioners decided that the deductions are to be calculated in either 
of two ways. When the coal bunkers are fixed according to 
law, as in Germany, the engine-chamber and such bunkers are 
to be measured and deducted ; when the bunkers are not fixed, 
the engine chamber is be measured and deducted, and a per- 
centage of such engine space is also to be deducted for coal 
bunkers, according to the rules enforced on the Danube. 

. The dividend to be recommended at the annual meeting of the 
P. and O. Company on the 5th Dee. is 3 per cent. for the six 
months ending 30th Sept. last, with a payment of 2 per cent. 
from the underwriting account, making, with 3 per cent. divi- 
dend paid in June, a total of 8 per cent. for the year. 

The Directors of the Globe Telegraph and Trust Company 
have notified, in reply to inquiries, that they will not at present 
accept any further offers of shares on the terms named in the 
ioe jana but will be prepared to receive and consider such 
tenders on other terms as may be submitted to them. 

The Oriental Telegram Agency have revised their scale in 
accordance with the reduction in the tariff of the Telegraph 
Companies. 

The second annual report of Mr. Kinder, Director of the Im- 
perial Mint, Osaka, is eminently satisfactory. The operations 
during the year have been carried on with increased efficiency, 
andat adiminished cost; the machinery has been much improved, 
and complete harmony has existed between the European and 
Japanese employés. 1,310,296 ounces of gold of standard fine- 
ness were imported during the year, showing an increase of 
858,226 ounces over the year 1871-72, and gold coins to the value 
of $25,162,614 were struck during the same period. Only two 
million and odd ounces of silver were imported, and from this 
amount cdins to the value of $3,992,074 were struck and passed 
for issue. The design of the latter coinage has been changed, 
so as to indicate the value in large Japanese characters on the 
reverse, Whilst on the obverse the value is marked in Roman 
letters. Altogether this report furnishes us with another in- 
stance of the wonderful facility with which Japanese adopt

Two more letters on the subject of “ Indian Teas” have been 
published in The Times. A firm of wholesale tea dealers writes 
to say that the total quantity of Indian tea which reaches Eng- 
land only forms 12 per cent. of the British consumption of tea, 
and that, although these teas are highly esteemed for their 
flavour, yet they are seldom sold alone, for the siinple reasdn 
that the majority of tea drinkers would find thein distasteful 
unless mixed with teas of China growth. While willing to 
acknowledge the excellence of Indian teas the firm of wholesale 
tea dealers consider that some of the finest teas ever grown have 
been received from China this year, and it is therefore a mistake 
to assume that all the good tea comes from India alone. It is 
also argued in this letter that it is only necessary to develop 
the Indian tea trade in order to increase its production aid give 
it an equality in price with the teas of China. Mr, A. Campbell 
writes a letter, confirming in a great measure these remarks. 
He also says :— 

“The British public require pure tea, China and Indian. It is ad- 
mitted on all hands that the Chinese make adulterated arid spurious 
teas, and that both are imported largely into Great Britain. At the 
same time, no one says that any Indian tea is adulterated, or that any 
spurions tea has ever been imported into this country from India, I 
firmly believe this to be the fact, and, being so, that it is natural and 
just that the Indian planter should require to realise the full benefit of 
his supplying pure tea only as against adulterated and spurious teas, 
which are sold in London at 4d. and 8d. a pound, to be made up for 
retail by admixture with Indian teas to render them drinkable. I 
learn from the recent discussion of this subject that there are three 
sources of bad tea in full work in China for the supply of this market 
—1, adulteration by colouring, iron filings, &c.; 2, the re-making of 
tea from tea already used ; and, 8, the use of other leaves than tea to 
simulate real tea. How is the public to protect itself against this 
state of things? As regards the Indian planters’ position, they should 
combine in some form to make every kind of Indian tea easily acces- 
sible to the public.”

Mexican Dollars have been sold at 
563d. per oz., but at the close transactions have taken place at 
56]d. per oz.

TEA. 

Mesars. de Cordova and Sons Report says :—The financial derange- 
ment has since continued to press, with unabated severity, on every 
interest in the country, and the Tea trade has experienced an extreme 
of dulness rarely known at this season of the year. Prices are in general 
decline, and are only nominal at the reduction. So far the new crop 
Teas are in comparatively light supply, though at the present rate of dis- 
tribution the actual quantity of new leaf already received would be 
sufficient for the wants of many months. Dealers are but lightly 
stocked, and there is little or no supply in the interior ; and it may rea- 
sonably be presumed that the gonsumers are still enjoying the usual 
number of crops of tea per diem. But the extreme scarcity of money 
and the general distrust—in other words, the great difficulty of obtain- 
ing money or credit under existing circumstances—render it almost 
impossible to move goods of any kind. Thus the Tea importer— 
transformed for. the time into a sort of Chinese Tantalus—finds 
himself steeped to the chin in all the ordinary requirements of 
an active and remunerative business (namely, light stocks in all the 
consuming or distributing markets, with only a fairly abundant supply 
on the seaboard, a ready demand awaiting only the encouragement of 
restored confidence in commercial credit, and low rates of premium on 
gold), and yet unable to enjoy a single drop of the commercial comfort 
which should flow from these advantages. How long this state of 
things will endure it would be indeed difficult to predict. The danger 
to the whole country of a much longer endurance of so anomalous a 
position it would be equally difficult to estimate. Yet, while everybody 
complains, and everybody suffers, and financial quacks without number 
are proposing empirical remedies without reason, no one has yet ap- 

really capable of grappling with the difficulty which has already 
and largely reduced the wealth of the country and materially injured 
ita general credit. 

Green Teas : Fine to choice Fychows and Teenkais are in decline 
fully 5c., gold, since the opening, and are now leaving losses on the 
cost of importation. Ping Sueys, which are already in heavy supply, 
and of which large quantities are reported to be coming hither from 
England, have fallen in value fully 15c., gold, per lb. since the opening, 
and are almost unsaleable at any prices—the quality of this crop of 
Ping Sueys being miserable. We believe, however, that the low currency 
for these Teas may help to bring them into consumption ; but it must 
be borne in mind that if this unexpected additional supply of Green 
Tea be forced, by its cheapness, into consumption, the better Teas must 
evidently be taken in smaller quantity, and must suffer in value, in 
consequence. Oolongs : Some choice old crop Amoys have been taken ; 
and, report says, at very low prices. New crop Teas drag at prices 
which scarcely cover cost. Japans are very quiet, and in decline 2c. to 
8c., gold, per lb. Congous : Very low sales of choice Teas have been 
made, and there iz no enquiry for them at present. Low grades to sell 
at 18c. to 20c. are wanted. 

Corrgr.—In the Brazil market there is no disposition to buy, as 
financial affairs are still in an unsettled state. In mild Coffees there is 
a quiet demand, at following quotations :—Java (Government bags), 
26c. to 27c. ; Java (mats), 26c. to 28hc. ; Ceylon Nativo, 22c. to 28c.

The prices of some articles are actually 
higher than they were before the panic. Prices are steady, at following 
quotations :—Mace, $1.25 to $1.30; China Cassia, 25c. to 254c. ;

THE BANK OF HINDUSTAN APPEALS. 

The Lord Chancellor gave judgment in these appeals on the 18th inst. 
The cases came before the Court on appeal by the official liquidators 
from decisions of the late Vice-Chancellor Wickens (in Campbell's and 
Hippesley's cases) and of Lord Justice James sitting for the Vice-Chan- 
eller in Alison's case, the effect of such decisions being to declare the 
right of those gentlemen to repayment with interest of all moneys paid 
by them upon exchanging their shares in the Imperial Bank of China, 
India, and Japan for shares in the Bank of Hindustan, China, and Japan, 
in pursuance of an arrangement between the two banks entered into in 
August, 1864, under which the business and assets of the Imperial were 
transferred to the Hindustan, while the capital of the Hindustan was to 
be increased from £2,000,000 to £4,000,000 by the issue of 20,000 new 
shares which were to be offered to the Imperial shareholders upon cer- 
tain terms. The material facts will sufficiently appear from the Lord 
Chancellor's judgment, which was ay follows :— 

The Vice-Chancellor, Sir J. Wickens, proceeding mainly on the au- 
thority of a decision of the Court of Common Pleas, affirmed by the 
Exchequer Chamber in Alison's case, and of an order of this Court in 
the same case, consequential upon that decision, determined that these 
two gentlemen, Mr. Campbell and Mr. Hippesley, are now entitled to 
repudiate the position of shareholders and contributories in the Hindu- 
stan Bank, which they have, de facto, held from 1864 to the present 


year, and to have repaid to them out of the assets of that bank in the | 


hands of the official liquidator all the sums paid by them for calls or 
otherwise before the winding-up order, and likewise further sums paid 
by them as contributories under a balance order made in 1869, 
since the winding-up, with interest thereon. There are some dis- 
tinctions between the two cases, but in the view which we take of 
them it is not necessary to consider the effect of those distinctions. 
The shares in question are some of a much larger number, which, in 
the autumn of 1864, were issued by the directors of the Hindustan 
Bank to, and accepted by, a large number of persons who had been 
shareholders in another banking company called the Imperial. They 
were issued under the authority of a special resolution, passed and con- 
firmed unanimously by extraordinary general meetings of the share- 
holders of the Hindustan Bank, for the purpose of giving effect to the 
terms of payment on which, according to an agreement confirmed by 
the same meetings, the directors of that bank had contracted to acquire 
and purchase the property and assets of the Imperial. ‘The Imperial 
was a company which had a subscribed capital and assets of considerable 
value (it has been stated to us at £70,000), and, as it is also stated, no 
indebtedness. It had gone into liquidation under resolutions for a 
voluntary winding up passed at the same time that this agreement was 
made, and all its business property and assets had been handed 
over to, and remained in the possession of, the Hindustan 
Bank, which continued to carry on business as a going concern 
for more than two years afterwards. The great majority of the 
shareholders in the Imperial, including Mr. Campbell, Mr. Hippesley, 
and another gentleman, from whom, during the progress of the arrange- 
ments, Mr. Hippesley purchased shares, assented to this agreement, and 
to everything that was due upon the footing of it. An inconsiderable 
minority, which was stated not to exceed forty-three persons, dissented 
from it, and two of them filed a billin this Court in the name of the Im- 
perial Company (which they had obtained leave to use for that purpose), 
and algo in their own names, praying, in effect, that certain resolutions 
‘which had been passed by the Imperial Cumpany for the purpose of 
giving force to this agreement as against all their shareholders under 
the Companies Act, 1862, sec. 161, might be declared invalid, or that, 
at all events, the dissentient shareholders might be held not bound, and 
might be paid the full value of their shares out of the property and 
aseets of the Imperial Company. To this bill the Hindustan Company 
was, of course, a defendant. It was brought to a bearing in May, 
1868, and Vice-Chancellor Giffard, on grounds the correctness of which 
is not open to any dispute, then delivered judgment to the effect that 
no valid or binding amalgamation, by virtue of the Imperial Company's 
articles of association, or of sec. 161 of the Companies Act, 1862, had 
been effected under the resolutiuns of the Imperial Company im- 
peached by the bill; and that such resolutions were not binding 
on the dissentient Imperial shareholders; at the same time ex- 
pressing his opinion that, consistently with this conclusion, and 


notwithstanding the right of those dissentient shareholders to receive | 


out of the assets of the Imperial Company the full value of their shares, 
all the other shareholders in that company who had assented to the 
agreement and who had accepted shares in the Hindustan Bank on the 
footing thereof, and their respective shares and interests in the assets 
of the Imperial would be and continue bound by that assent and by 
that acceptance of shares. The dissentient shareholders having thus 
obtained the Vice-Chancellor's opinion that they were entitled to the 
relief which they sought for their own personal benefit, were satiafied 
with that advantage, and proceeded no further with their suit. No 
decree in it was ever drawn up, passed, or entered, and no attempt was 
made to recover from the Hindustan Bank any part of the property 
and asseta of the Imperial of which they had obtained and retained 
possession under the agreement. On the contrary, the Vice-Chancellor’s 
judgment having been pronounced in May, 1808, and the Hindustan 
Bank having itaelf already passed into liquidation in December, 1866, a 
compromise was effected under an order made in Chambers by the 
Judge to whose supervision the winding-up of the Hindustan Bank 
was subject, and a subsequent order in the suit itself, by which 
all further proceedings in that suit were finally stayed, and the 
title of the Hindustan Bank, as purchasers of the property and 
business of the Imperial, was. in effect, confirmed by all the 
dissentient shareholders in that company upon the terms of the 

ent to them by the Hindustan Bank of £4,500, which seems by 
the evidence to have been less than the value of their shares. At the 
time when this arrangement was made, Mr. Campbell and Mr. Hippes- 
ley had been settled, and remained on the list of contributories of the 
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Hindustan Bank, and one or both of them had taken part in the ap- 
pointment of its liquidators. They had never down to that time made 
any attempt to disaftirm or avoid the contracts under which they took 
their shares, or to escape from the liabilities of their position of share- 
holders, and afterwards, in 1869, they paid without objection certain 
calls then made upon them under balance orders in the winding-up of 
the company. In this state of circumstances, if there had been no 
question as to the power of the Hindustan Bank to create and issue 
the sbares in question, it would seem obvious that these gentlemen 
could not have any possible claim to be removed from the list of con- 
tributories, or to have the money which they had paid returned to 
them. I think it, for my part, equally clear that they would have no 
such claim, even if there might originally, or at any subsequent period 
have been some possible ground for disputing the validity of the crea-’ 
tion and issue of thuse shares, unless it would have been open, under 
all the circumstances of this case, to the Bank of Hindustan itself, or 
to the official liquidators of that bank (supposing it to have been for 
their interest to do 80), to exclude these gentlemen from the 
rights of shareholders. In other words, either if these shares were 
originally well created, or if the Bank of Hindustan was estopped from 
denying that they were so, these gentlemen having entered voluntarily 
into contracts of which they had the full benefit, and which, if not 
always binding upon the company, had become so before any act had 
been done on either side to rescind or avoid them, would have now no 
pretence whatever to be relieved therefrom. If authority had been 
needed for these propositions it would, I think, be sufficient to refer to 
the decisions of this Court in Hare’s case, and Challis’s case, in both of 
which shares in one company were taken by shareholders of another 
upon the footing of an amalgamation, the legal validity of which was 
not less disputed and disputable than in the present case. I am fur- 
ther of opinion that upon the facts above stated a decision against Mr. 
Campbell and Mr. Hippesley upon the present appeals is not inconsistent 
with the decision of the Court of Common Pleas in Alison’s case. The 
directors of the Hindustan Bank had, by their articles of association, 
power, upon such terms as they might think fit, to purchase or acquire 
the business and property of any company, partnership, or persons car- 
rying on any similar business, and to pay for it in shares in such manner 
as the Board might deem expedient. At the date of the agreement with 
the Imperial Company the Hindustan Bank had issued all the shares 
which it had, down to that time, power to create ; but under the Com- 
panies Act 1862 it was enabled to increase it scapital, provided a special 
resolution for that purpose was duly passed and confirmed by proper 
majorities at two extraordinary general meetings of the shareholders. 

His Lordship, after referring to the special resolutions passed and 
confirmed at the extraordinary meetings specially convened on the 
25th of August and 12th of September, 1864, proceeded :—The Court 
of Common Pleas does not seem to have doubted that if the agreement 
with the Imperial Company had been carried into effect so as to vest in 
the Hindustan Bank, as purchasers, the property and business of the 
Imperial Company, these shares (which were, in fact, issued by the 
directors at 6 per cent. premium to the persons, and upon the terms 
stated in that agreement) would have been well created. But that Court 
had to pronounce its decision upon a special case (the action being 
brought by the Company to recover an arrear of premium and calle 
against one of those shareholders whose shares had been forfeited as 
early as March, 1866), and upon such inferences as it might properly 
draw from the facts therein stated. In that special case it was stated 
as a fact (though contrary to the actual truth) that on hearing of the 
Chancery suit before Vice-Ghancellor Giffard, in May, 1868, “a decree 
was made setting aside the amalgamation aa ultra vires and inoperative,’ 
and no mention at all was made of the subsequent compromise of that 
suit, or of the arrangement by which the opposition of the dissentient 
Imperial shareholders was bought off, and the title of the Hindustan 
Bank, as purchasers, to the business and property of the Imperial Com- 
pany confirmed and made absolute. Upon this statement, partly in- 
correct and partly imperfect in these important particulars, the Court 
of Common Pleas held that power given to the directors of the Hin- 
dustan Bank by the resolutions of August and September, 1864, to 
issue the shares in question was for a special purpose which had wholl 
failed, and upon special conditions which had not been fulfilled, and 
therefore that those shares had not been validly issued. 

His Lordship, after referring to the judgment of Lord Chief Justice 
Bovill in “ The Bank of Hindustan v. Alison,” proceeded :—It appears, 
however, to us upon the evidence as it now stands that, as a matter of 
fact, the Hindustan Bank did really and bond fide acquire and purchase, 
by a title which, though originally defective against some Imperial 
shareholders, was in the end confirmed so as to become unimpeachable, 
the business and property of the Imperial Company ; that the shares 
in question were, bond fide, issued forthe purpose, and upon the terms 
which were authorised by the resolutien of August and September, 
1864; that the Hindustan Bank could! never have repudiated those 
shares ; and that Mr. Campbell and.Mr, Hippesley, and the other share- 
holders in the same position, have actuelly got all that they contracted 
to get. The purpose, therefore, for which the authority was given 
did not wholly fail, and the conditions on which the issue was 
authorised were fulfilled. Nor does it appear to us to be for the 
purpose of the present decision at all material that the infirmity 
of the title of the Hindustan Bank as purchasers to the business 
and property of the Imperial as againat the dissentient shareholders 
of the latter company was not effectually cured until after the 
winding-up of the Hindustan Bank, and was then cured only for a valu- 
able pecuniary consideration, the fucts being that there never was a 
time after the issue of those shares at which the Hindustan Bank were 
not in the actual undisturbed possession of the fruita of their purchase ; 
and that the terms of compromise with the dissentient shareholders of 
the Imperial when sanctioned by the authority of this Court in the 
winding-up, became binding on the Hindustan Bank itself and on all 
the contributories thereto, including, in our opinion, Mr. Campbell and 
Mr. Hippesley. Referring to the decision of the Court of Exchequer 
Chamber in the same case, his Lordship continued :—We are sensible 
of the very great weight due to the authority of the distinguished Judge 
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who delivered that opinion, which (whether the words in which it is 
expressed accurately convey his Lordship’s meaning or not) might well 
be regarded by the Vice-Chancellor as binding upon him, and it has 
been the chief cause of such difficulty as we ourselves have felt in deal- 
ing with these cases. That opinion, however, was not necessary for, 
and it cannot be said to have been the foundation of, the judgment of 
affirmance ; the actual grounds of which (being the same in effect with 
the reasons of the Court below) were thus stated by the Lord Chief 
Baron immediately before the expression of their concurrence by the 
other four Judges present :—“ It ap to us, therefore, that the 
agreement for amalgamation, which was the whole foundation of the 
transaction, having failed, the transaction itself wholly failed, and the 
defendant never became a shareholder in the Bank of Hindustan.” 
Under these circumstances, the question being one of which the im- 
portance may possibly extend much beyond these particular cases and 
this particular company, my learned brothers and myself have not con- 
sidered that we are either bound or entitled to treat the judgment of 
the Court of Exchequer Chamber as conclusive in favour of the objec- 
tion thus taken to the resolution of August and September, 1864, which 
(in the view we take of the facts) is now for the first time presented as 
adry, legal, and technical objection to the validity of shares, issued and 
accepted bona fide for a valuable consideration which has not failed, and 
acted upon, both by the bank, and by all its shareholders of every class 
to whom the whole facts were made known in every possible way dur- 
ing the period of more than two years which preceded the winding-up 
order, and never in any one instance called in question or impeached 
either by the bank in its corporate capacity, or, until the present mo- 
tions, by any shareholder therein. The Chancery suit, it must be re- 
membered, was instituted by Imperial, and not by Hindustan share- 
holders. The Hindustan Bank, as a defendant in that suit, affirmed 
and maintained to the utmost of its power the validity of what had 
been done ; and so far as regards the position of those who had taken 
shares in the bank under the same circumstances with Mr. Campbell 
and Mr. Hippesley, they maintained it (in the opinion of the Vice- 
Chancellor) with success, 

His Lordship, after adverting to the arguments raised upon the pro- 
visions of the Companies Act, 1862, said that in his opinion it was con- 
sistent with sound general principles, as well as with the express pro- 
visions of the sections 50-53, to hold that the powers given by section 
12 might be well exercised whenever the things authorised were in 
substance done by those who were made by the statute competent to 
do them. Nor was there anything in the judgment of the Lord Chief 
Baron from which it could with any certainty be inferred that his 
Lordship thought that the resolution of August and September, 1864, 
would have been bad in form, if it was not bad in substance. If the 
effect of that resolution was necessarily to alter the regulations of the 
company—that is, the articles of association as originally framed—b: 
authorising an increase of the capital by the issue of new shares which 
those articles did not authorise, then I think it was sufficient to enable 
the company to modify, by an actual issue of new shares, pursuant to 
that authority, the conditions as to the amount of the capital of the 
company contained in the memorandum of association. And it appears 
to me that such was the necessary effect of this resolution, although 
neither the memorandum of asseciation nor the articles of asso- 
ciation were in so many words mentioned therein. All the share- 
holders of the company must have imputed to them knowledge of 
the Act of Parliament, and also of their own memorandum and articles 
of association, and of the fact that the articles did not (as they stood 
before that resolution was passed) authorise the proposed increase of 
capital ; and, from the notices which convened the two extraordinary 
meetings, it must have been elearly understood that, without the sanc- 
tion of those meetings, the proposed increase of capital could not be 
made. I entertain no doubt (nor does it seem to me that doubt was 
entertained on this point by any of the Judges in the Exchequer Cham- 
ber) that it was competent for two meetings to authorise an increase of 
capital, conditionally as much as absolutely, for a special purpose as 
much as for general purposes, and thereby to carry into effect an agree- 
ment the terms of which had previously been arranged, as much as to 
provide contingently for an agreement of any particular kind, if made 
ata future time. If I rightly understand the view of the Lord Chief 
Baron, it seems to have been that the resolution was bad, as attempt- 
ing to combine, uno flatu, two operations, viz., the authorisation of the 
increase of capital by the issue of new shares, and the actual increase 
of such capital by the creation of such new shares, which by sec. 12 of 
the statute are contemplated as distinct, and the first of which, under 
that section, was a condition precedent to the second. But if this is 
the true interpretation of the judgment, I am obliged to say, with 
very sincere deference, that this view appears to me “ herere in cor- 
tice," and to lose sight of the substance. According to the terms 
of the Act of 1862 and the constitution of this company, it was 
not necessary that the second of these two operations should be 
performed by special or, indeed, by any resolution of shareholders at 
extraordinary general meetings. The authority to make the issue was 
indeed required to be given by a special resolution ; but the power of 
issue when that authority was once given was capable of being exer- 
cised by the Buard of Directors. The authority in this case being only 
for a special purpose, the capital was not really increased till the shares 
were issued and accepted pursuant to that authority. The words, there- 
fore, of the resolution, that the capital of the company be increased 
by the creation of 20,000 new shares, seem to me to be in truth nothing 
more or less than an authority for such increase by the Board of 
Directors, who proceeded on the faith of that resolution actually to 
issue the shares. Whatever would have been sufficient authority if 
contained in the articles as originally framed, must also, I think, be 
sufficient, if expressed in similar terms, in any resolution by which the 
articles might, in effect, be altered. I cannot discover any ground for 
doubting that such a provision in the original articles (as to the increase 
of capital and issue of new shares) wculd have been sufficient authority 
under sec. 12 of the Act for the issue of new shares for the purposes 
of the suppoeed agreement whenever made ; and if so, it seems to me 
that the equivalent words of the special resolution in the present case, 
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ponsh applicable to the fulfilment of an agreement already provi- 
sionally made, and not of a future and contingent agreement, are equally 
sufficient. Upon the whole case, I am of opinion that these appeals 
must prevail, and that the Vice-Chancellor's orders must be discharged. 
The Lords Justices concurred. 

The Lord Chancellor then said that the appeal in Alison’s case was from 
an order of Lord Justice James, sitting for Vice-Chancellor Wickens, by 
which he directed that sums which Alison had paid to the Hindustan 
Bank when he took his shares to be repaid with interest out of the 
funds of that bank. Alison had paid part, but not the whole, of the 
premiums payable according to the terms on which the shares were 
issued ; he had never paid any calls, and in March, 1856, his shares had 
been declared forfeited for non-payment of calls ; so that his connection 
with the Hindustan Bank (if a shareholder) was finally dissolved nine 
months before the order to wind-up that bank under which he never 
was ashareholder. The action at law was brought against him in the 
name of the company by the official liquidator, to recover the unpaid 
premium and calls, and the judgment in that action was in Alison’s 
favour, upon the ground that he never was a shareholder. The Lord 
Justice, sitting for the Vice-Chancellor, was of opinion that this judg- 
ment was binding as between Alison and the company, and that it was 
conclusive in his favour upon the question raised by him in the wind- 
ing-up, whether the consideration for the payments made by him to 
the company had not wholly failed, and whether he was not therefore 
entitled to receive back those payments. In that opinion we agree. 
We cannot relieve the official liquidator against the estoppel created by 
that judgment, on the ground that, if evidence had been given in the 
action which was not given, or if the special case had been stated other- 
wise than it was stated, the result might have been different. A com- 
pany in liquidation, like any other litigant, must be bound by the 
manner in which it conducts its own case. The official liquidator’s 
appeal, therefore, will be dismissed, with costs. Lord Justice Mellish 
expressed his concurrence. 


A YEAR'S SHIPPING CASUALTIES IN THE 
FAR EAST, 

From the Return of Casualties at Sea during the year 1872, just 
published by the Board of Trade, we extract the following facts re- 
lating to China and the Far East :—During the year 1871 five British 
veasels, of a gross tonnage of 1,858 were totally lost, and one ves- 
sel of 407 tons was partially damaged on the coasts of China by wrecks. 
Seven lives were lost, and 269 saved. There were no collisions. In 
1872 nine vessels, of a gross tonnage of 4,415, were totally lost, and 
ten vessels, of a gross tonnage of 5,837, were partially damaged by 
wrecks and a collision. Sixty-two lives were lost, and 1,178 were 
saved. During the year 1867 one vessel of 742 tons was totally lost by 
wreck on the coast of Japan. No lives were lost, and nineteen were 
saved. In the year 1872 one vessel of 178 tons was partially damaged 
by wreck ; no lives were lost and twelve were saved. In the same year 
one vessel of 489 tons was totully lost, and two vessels, of a gross tonnage 
of 1,863, were partially damaged (one by wreck and one by collision) on 
the coast of Java. No lives were lost, and forty-nine were saved. In 
1871 one vessel was partially damaged by wreck, and one by collision 
(of 1,560 tons), on the coast of the Philippines; no lives were lost, 
and thirty-seven were saved. In 1872 two vessels, of a gross 
tonnage of 1,193, were totally lost, and one of 384 tonsa, was 
partially damaged by wreck. There were no collisions. One life 
was lost, and forty-seven saved. In 1871 two vessels, of a gross ton- 
nage of 119, were totally lost, on the coast of Sumatra ; no lives were 
lost and twenty-four were saved. In the year 1871 one vessel, of 1,253 
tons, was totally lost by wreck, and one of 1,061 was partially damaged 
by collision, off the coast of Ceylon ; no lives were lost, and 204 were 
saved. In 1872 two vessels, of a gross tonnage of 1,739, were partially, 
damaged by collision ; no lives were lost, and forty-one were saved. 
There were no casualties of any kind on the coast of Hong Kong. In 
1872 one vessel of 485 tons was totally lost, by wreck, off the Island of 
Labuan; no lives were lost, and twenty-four were saved. Off the 
Straits Settlements, one vessel, of 336 tons, was partially damaged 
by wreck; no lives were lost, and twenty-three were saved. The 
following vessels, trading with the ports of China, stranded during 
the year :—On the 2nd of May, the Stree Vencataswerloo, barque, 
290 tons, Master T. Ramich, belonging to Mr. M. C. Chetty, 
and bound from Penang to Madras, with a cargo of timber, in 
Madras roadstead ; total loss, with two lives. On the 9th of June 
the Annesley, ship, 951 tons, Master W. H. Pearse, belonging to 
Messrs. J. P. Beckell and Co., bound from Cardiff to Shanghai, with 
a cargo of coals, damaged on Woosung Bar, River Wangpo, China, with 
the loss of one life. On the 23rd of November the Tonbridge, ship, 
854 tons, Master Pizzey, belonging to Mr. J. H. Luscombe, bound from 
London to Shanghai, with a general cargo ; totally lost between Gutzlaff 
and Harper Island, China, with the loss of one life. On the 14th of 
April the Rona, steamer, 784 tons, Master MacInnes, bound from 
Shanghai to Swatow, with rice, cotton, and passengers, was totally lost, 
with sixty lives, by a collision with the French steamer Ava, twenty 
miles 8.8.W. of Turnabout, China. During the year 1872 (the date is 
not given) the Orphan, 90 tons, Master T, Brown, belonging to Mesars. 
Boyd and Co., bound from Hiogo to Nagasaki, with ballast, was totally 
lost by fire in Shimonosaki Straits, Japan. The following vessels (the 
first excepted) have not been heard of since the day on which they 
sailed :—The Caliph, ship, 914 tons, Master Ritson, belonging to Mr. A. 
Hector, bound from London to Shanghai; was last spoken in Gaspar 
Straita, on the 19th of August, 1871; thirty-two lives lost. The War 
Cloud, barque, 417 tons, Master Robertson, belonging to Mr. G. Watson, 
bound from Saigon to Yokohama, sailed on the 19th of August, 1871; 
twelve lives lost. The Avon, ship, 986 tons, Master Owens, be- 
longing to Mr. B. Pearson, bound from Cardiff to Hong Kong, 
sailed on the 21st of February, 1871; twenty-two lives lost. The 
Helen Black, barque, 306 tons, Master Grant, belonging to Mr. J. C. 
Glover, bound from Hong Kong to Foochow Foo, sailed on the 31st of 
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August, 1871 ; twelve lives lost. The Avondale, barque, 307 tons, 
Master Ogilvie, belonging to Messrs. A. and J. Thomson, bound from 
Newchang to Hong Kong, sailed in August, 1871; twelve lives lost. 
The Punch, brig, 158 tons, Master L. Matthews, belonging to Messrs. V. 
and M. Polawr, bound from Negapatam to Colombo, with rice, &c. ; 
sailed on the Ist of May, 1872; fourteen lives lost. The Menam, 
barque, 350 tons, Master Henry, belonging to Mr. E. W. Madams, 
bound from Hong Kong to Yokohama, with a general cargo ; ten lives 
lost. Enquiries were held during the year into the following casual- 
ties :—Collision between the Bengalese, of London, and the Moriam, of 
Chittagong, off Dendra Head, Ceylon, on the 12th of March. The 
Blairmore, of Melbourne, stranded on Krabbia Island, north coast of 
Java, on the 3rd of March. British Admiral, of Liverpool, abandoned 
at sea on the 14thof January ; enquiry at Hong Kong. The Bombay, 
of London, stranded in Balabae Strait ; enquiry at Singapore. The Chu- 
kiang, of London, stranded on Reef Island, south of Haitan Island, 
China, on the 6th of February ; inquiry at Hong Kong. The Delhi, 
of London, stranded on Indispensable Reef, China Sea, on Sept. 14, 
1871. The Douglas, steamer, vf Aberdeen, stranded off Namoa Island ; 
enquiry at Hong Kong. The Emblehope, of Newcastle ; leaking of the 
condenser of the engine ; enquiry at ‘lrincomalee, The Nyassa, of Glas- 
gow, stranded on the south coast of Java, on the 13th of March, 1872. 
The Sunshine, of Glasgow, stranded to the westward of Breaker Point, 
China, on the 12th of August. The Anne, of Hong Kong, stranded in 
Kelung Harbour, on the 9th of August, 1871. The Challenger, of Mel- 
bourne, stranded on a reef off the Island of Batag, Philippines, on the 
30th of January, 1872. The Clara Babuyan, of Sunderland, stranded near 
Swatow, on the 29th of January, and near Shanghai on the 23rd of March. 
The Lorton, of Liverpool, stranded off the Gulu Group; enquiry at 
Manila. The Tartar, of London, stranded off Haitan Island, China. 





INVALIDS FROM THE CHINA STATION. 

The annual reports of the various hospitals to which invalids from 
the Navy are sent have just been published. Dr. W. Macleod, of the 
Naval Lunatic Asylum at Great Yarmouth, gives a table showing the 
average annual admissions from 1819 to 1871, divided into periods of 
ten years. Between 1839 and 1848 the average annual admissions 
were 30. Between 1840 and 1844 the first China war was going on; 
and Dr. Macleod has no doubt this influenced the admissions. Between 
1849 and 1858 the average annual admissions were 37, and the Russian 
War, the second China War, and the Indian Mutiny took place between 
these years. “In my annual report for 1869” (says Dr. Macleod) “I 
made some remarks on the causes of paralysis of the insane, and asked 
the question whether general paralysis was more prevalent among sea- 
men who went long voyages and lived much on salt provisions deficient 
in nutritive properties ; I am of opinion, from investigations made, that 
no asylum in Great Britian can show the same proportion of general 
paralytics, viz. 53 per cent. on the total admissions for the year, and 
that this form of disease has been for sume years common amongst the 
seamen of the flect, and is on the increase. I also find that the general 
paralytics of the present year are men who have served several years in 
China, some of them part of two commissions. When there, they con- 
tracted syphilis, or dysentery, or remittent or intermittent fevers. A 
few of them were invalided from that station for secondary syphilis, 
and, years afterwards again invalided from the same station for 
inaanity ; and although they did not become insane for some years 
after the first invaliding, one cannot lose sight of the permanent 
enervating influence of such attacks of physical disease occurring in 
a climate like that of China, and especially in subjects who had 
previously undergone the outward sea voyage living chiefly on salt 
provisions, and who muy have still further enervated themselves by 
an occasional debauch after arriving on the station, thus rendering 
them less able to resist disease. It is seldom that officers or men 
recover from an attack of syphilis, dysentery, or remittent fever con- 
tracted in China. It is not that the disease is more virulent there than 
elsewhere, but the men, from different causes, are unable to resist the 
different sicknesses which either spontaneously spring up or which are 
accidentally contracted. It is, therefore, not one cause alone that 
ultimately brings a man to this asylum, but a combination of irresist- 
ible forces, such as relaxing climate, miasmatic exhalations, causing 
disease in some form or other, occasional debauch, diet insufficient in 
quantity and indifferent in its cooking, confined and poisoned atmo- 
sphere on the lower deck of a ship, men breathing and re-breathing each 
others’ emanations. Add to this the everlasting strain of discipline and 
drill, which tells on men who have any hereditary taint, and that when 
these men come to England after a long homeward voyage, during 
which they have been living on an innutritious diet, in many instances 
they do not return to homes either well furnished or even provided 
with the common necessaries of life, but to families in destitution and 
half starved. A seaman ashore with a wife and children is bordering on 
starvation, and he is only too happy to return to his ship when the time 
comes. The twenty-seven men afflicted with this form of nerve degene- 
ration and symptoms of paralysis of the insane were” (adds Dr. Macleod) 
“ physically as fine specimens of the British sailor as one could wish to 
meet with, so far as it was possible to judge of them from their mus- 
cular development. The majority were on arrival far advanced in the 
disease ; all that was intellectual and moral had gone, and there re- 
mained only human forms degenerated into a condition of infantine 
childhood, unable to assist themselves in the very least, and only happy 
(if allowed) when they wallowed in the mire, supposing it to be fine 

id.” 
Pane: Q@. Duncan, of the Royal Marines, Gosport, reports that in his 
division there were during the year five cases of ague in men who 
contracted the disease on the China and Mediterranean stations. Two 
cases of dysentery were sent to huspital, one of which had been invalided 
from China. There was also a case of urinary disease invalided from 
that station. Surgeon J. S. Adams, of the Royal Marines, Plymouth, 
reports a case of ague, and one of aneurism from China. Dr. W. J. 
Domville, of the Naval Hospital, Plymouth, mentions a case of ague, 
that of a marine, who had suffered from the diseagze during five years’ 
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service in China, and the case of a stoker, who had been invalided from 


that station for disease of the heart, which proved fatal. An engineer 
officer, who had had dysentery in China, died of diarrhoa. There were 
five cases of this disease, all of which were contracted in China. Staff: 
surgeon A. Irwin, of the Naval Hospital at Plymouth, reports five in- 
valids for secondary syphilis. In three (two from China) there was 
disease of the bone. Dr. H. J. Domville, of the Melville Hospital, 
Chatham, states that five cases of dysentery and ten of diarrhoea, con- 
tracted in China, were admitted. A pensioner, who was admitted with 
extensive rupial sores and a system apparently saturated with the virus 
of syphilis, which was originally acquired in Japan, died. Dr. J. W. 
Reid, of Haulbowline Hospital, reports that the only case of dysentery 
admitted was contracted in China, and was of long standing. It proved 
fatal not long after the man had been invalided, and who was discharged 
at his own request. Three cases of syphilis were contracted in China and 
Japan. 

Dr. J. M. Hunter, R.N., has published a paper on “ The Dietaries of 
the British and Foreign Navies,” in which he objects to the liberal use 
of rice. Though rice (he says) belongs to the vegetable kingdom, it 
possesses no antiscorbutic properties. Besides, to obtain the full amount 
of nutriment from rice, it must not be hurried through the intestinal 
canal by active exercise. The hard working Chinese coolies instinct- 
ively eat every kind of animal food they can get, and pork, eggs, 
and bread are common additions to their rice. It is very pos- 
sible that it may require long habit to enable the assimilative 
organs to convert rice into dextrin, &c., and absorb it in quan- 
tity, for though some surgical writers recommend a rice diet when 
they wish to keep the bowels confined after certain operations, “as 
there is no debris ;” it is certain, however, that there is a very large 
amount of debris, as I and others who have travelled in China have had 
opportunities of observing. The cesspool-like odour of the miles of 
well-manured paddy fields in South China is ample evidence of this. 
There is no doubt of the very great value of rice in certain forms of 
diarrhoea and intestinal iaflammation, but its bland mucilaginous 
character is the chief cause of this. Another objection to rice is that 
unless it is well boiled in a large quantity of water and then slightly 
dried before the fire it becomes a pasty insipid mass, and as sailors can 
only have it boiled in bags in a small quantity of water it is never 
liked by them. 


THE CEYLON COFFEE CROP. 
FROM OUR COLOMBO CORRESPONDENT.) 

We are in the midst of the shortest crop on record, very little 
of which has yet reached this port ; and there has been a lull for 
nearly six weeks in the gathering. Up-country friends say this 
is owing to very dry weather during all September, which re- 
tarded the ripening ; and strangely enough the same result has 
been produced this month from an entirely opposite cause—too 
much rain. The weather is more suitable now, for sunshine and 
, and that is what is wanted to ripen the 
berry. Such a long lull in the early part of crop is a very omi- 
nous sign, however, and fears abound that even the last reduced 
estimates—reduced since crop began—will not be realised. In 


some instances hundreds of bushels are only got where thousands 


were expected ; and it is very common for estates to have a third, 
a fourth, or a fifth only of their last year’s crop. The result of 
estates worn out, do you ask? Nosuchthing. New estates and 
new districts are afflicted with this terrible shortcoming as well 
as the old. Some fine properties I know of, which for five years 
running have yielded ten hundredweight per acre, are this year 
giving only one, while new districts will make a good average 
if they give three, and three cwt. per acre will probably be the 
The usual average is jive. 

I attribute this shortcoming to two causes. The country was 
overrun by leaf disease the last two years, whereby the trees 
were too much weakened to bear heavily, and secondly, we this 

ear lost our principal blossom. It rained for about ten days 
after the flower was out, and it perished toa large extent. How 
all the European and American orders that are said to be in the 
market are to be executed it is not easy to see, in the face of so 
short a ea 

But as if to make matters worse, a number of our usually 
cautious merchants have this year and last (but especially this) 
departed from former custom of buying the coffee as it came to 
market, and have started agencies in Kandy to buy up crops in 
advance, early in the season, paying down, on making the agree- 
ment, nearly the whole of the purchase price. One of the con- 
sequences of this sowing money broadcast in advance is, that 
when the season arrives for the coffee to be delivered, the quiet 
merchant who keeps his money in the bank, or does not use his 
credit in advance, is out of the market. He is willing to buy 
for cash at current price, but he finds himself in competition 
with the produce advanced against ; so he has to raise his bid. 
And by this unhealthy kind of competition the market is forced 
up beyond its equivalent in England, as it is at this moment. 
Garden Parchment is now selling in the Kandy Bazaar at 20s, 

r bushel, equal to about 119s. in Mincing-lane per cwt. ; while 

ast London quotation is 105s,! Native is worth 95s. to 96s. 
in Colombo, f.o.b. It has lately been bought as high as 100s. 
and 101s., London price being 105s. ! a certain loss of 6s., unless 
the markets go up ere its arrival. So anxious to buy are some, 
who have orders, I presume, that 22s. 6d. per bushel Parchment 
has been offered up-country for a large parcel. Thus is compe- 
tition fostered. But, besides unduly forcing up prices, this ad- 
vance system does not produce the coffee. And if the coffee 
have not grown, what then? How about the advance? The 
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same question may be asked about much that has grown, when 
it will appear to the native grower a sin to deliver coffee at 10s. 
when he can get 20s. per bushel for it! Much more could be 
written in exposure of the fallacy of this pernicious, and, as I 
fear it will turn out for those interested, most unsatisfactory 
system. But enough. 

The sooner the Colombo merchants return to the good old way 
of buying their coffee for cash as it comes to market, the better 
it will be for their pockets and peace of mind. It is as easy now 
as formerly to forward a credit to a respectable agent in the 
interior, who will buy produce for cash and forward it without 
the risk of admixture with light, as fast as bought. Or if they 
wish to make advances, let them do it only on properties owned 
by Europeans who have a reputation to lose and a character to 
maintain. Investors in the Produce Markets will do well to 
make a note of these facts. In a few months their realisation 
will be clear. In my next I shall offer a few hints to investors, 
or intending investors, in forest land and coffee properties. 


ARTICLES OF IMPORT. 


TEA. 

The value of money has tended to restrict operations in Tea within 
the smallest compass, and the necessity of importers holding the late 
supplies has imparted a slightly better tone to the market during the 
past few days, but prices show no improvement whatever. Telegrams 
from China indicate the various markets rapidly drawing to a close, 
and should the unsatisfactory position of affairs here (for most Teas 
show loss on import, apart from the high rate of interest), be the means 
of reducing the total export to about 130,000,000 lbs., with 18,000,000 
Ibs. from India, the trade will be placed on a more healthy footing. 

The excise officers are working with telling effect their powers under 
the Adulteration Act, and which seriously reduces the value of Canton 
Scented and Green Teas. Except the finest qualities of Moyunes, 
Ping Suey District, and Japan leaf made as country tea, has suffered 
the greatest depreciation, these kinds also being in disfavour in the 
United States and Canada, but there is, after all, no solid reason for 
this great revolution, as the bulk of the Green Tea to hand this season 
is much preferable to that imported last, while prices rule from 6d. to 
1s. per lb. under. It is quite evident that Green Tea, with the low 
prices current, consumption will be greatly stimulated. Importers, 
amarting under the severe losses, will not encourage the Chinese to 
manufacture such kinds, 

Indian leaf continues to attract notice, from the fact of this class of 
Tea being brought before the public by letters in The Times almost 
daily. Consumption is increasing in a highly satisfactory manner, but 
for some time yet this Tea will be taken for blending with China growth, 
it being more suitable to present wants when used in this way. During 
the past week heavy supplies have been offered at auction, and many 
parcels have been sold at some decline. Imports since the lst Oct. 
* reach the large total of 4,750,000 lbs., and it is no matter of surprise 
that prices have receded. The total yield, according to Calcutta advices, 
however, is not expected to be so large as was first stated. 

Messrs. Arthur Capel and Co.’s Circular says :—There has been 
rather an improved tone in our market during the past week, the 
better position of the Money Market, the smallness of the public auc- 
tions, and increased firmness of importers owing to advices of reduction 
in exports from China, having given more confidence to buyers, who 
have this week been more free in their offers, and the result has been a 
slight improvement in prices in fair blackish-leaf and Saryune kinds of 
Congou, other kinds showing but little alteration. Congous—Red-leaf 
kinds: Some sales of siftings have been made from 3#d. to 44d. 
per lb., being a shade lower. Broken-leaf kinds, also fair to good 
common, remain much as before. Fair to good Kaisows and 
Saryunes have been in better request, at father higher prices. 
Fine to finest Kaisows have been dull of sale at previous rates. 
Pak Lin kinds remain firm at fully former prices. Black-leaf 
kinds: Common kinds have been heavy, without change in prices. 
Fair to good medium kinds have been more in demand at 3d. to 
4d. per lb. advance; good to fine have been steady, with a limited 
business, finest remaining exceptionally firm. In new-make Canton 
kinds business has been limited, at about last week's prices. Oolongs 
have been neglected, and prices have been rather lower. In Souchongs 
the few sales have been at about previous rates. In flowery Pekoes and 
Uncoloured Japans but little has been done. Scented Teas.—Canton 
Capers continue to be neglected, many holders however refuse tu show 
their Teas at present scale of prices. Canton Orange Pekoes show no 
improvement, the demand being very limited. Foochow kinds have 
been rather more enquired for, prices however being much as before. 
Green Teas,—Business has been limited; a small invoice of Moyune 
Tea sold at public auction at rather firmer rates ; privately it is difficult 
to effect sales. Ping Suey kinds show no material alteration. 


SILK. 

There has been no alteration in the market ; quotations for China 
Silk remain the same, and business continues for the supply of daily 
wants only, the demand being principally confined to good and fine 
Tsatlees, which are scarce, the lower grades being generally neglected. 
For Canton Teatlees there is no inquiry ; ordinary market qualities are 
quoted 12s. 9d., but the trade does not seem to respond. Japan Silk 
continues in favour, and new arrivals find willing buyers. Deliveries 
from lst to 19th inst. show a falling off from last month, but are equal 
to the same period last year, being :--China, 1,735 ; Canton, 340; 
Japan, 301; Bengal, 201 ; total, 2,577 bales.
